Trade Representative Lee Sands began their unofficial 
consultations in Beijing yesterday morning. 


Chinese sources said the two sides agreed to have 
a constructive dialogue and co-operation during the 
consultations so as to benefit the growth of bilateral 
trade and economic co-operation. 


However, Shen told a rouune news briefing in Beijing 
that China hopes the US side will respect the facts and 
follow the principle of seeking truth from facts, adding 
that “this should be the basis of Sino-US talks.” 


Wich this as the basis, I believe this round of negotia- 
tions will be a success,” Shen said. 


The consultations, the first since May 15 when the two 
countries announced sanctions and retaliations, will last 
two days. 


Meanwhile, the spokesman confirmed that US business- 
man William Ping Chen had been detained on Monday 
by the Shanghai Public Security Bureau for trying to 
illegally bring into China goods prohibited by Chinese 
law. 


Shen added that the goods imported by Chen are 
undergoing further inspection by authorities. 


Shen did not say what the goods were.

China is ready to approve a temporary ban on peaceful 
nuclear explosions (PNEs) tc contribute toward the 
conclusion of the comprehensive nuclear test ban treaty 
(CTBT) by the end of June, said Chinese Disarmament 
Ambassador Sha Zukang Thursday (6 June). 


As “a major move by the Chinese Government for the 
sake of an early treaty,...the Chinese delegation is now 
ready to go along with a temporary ban on PNEs.“ Sha 
told a CTBT session here Thursday morning. 


China agrees to leave the issue to the future review 
conference of the treaty, he said. 


If PNEs are to be allowed by a consensus, early arrange- 
ments for possible PNEs should be made, precluding 
any military benefits and consistent with the obligations 
of States under other international agreements, he added. 


China has always viewed PNEs as technology helpful 
to economic development, and particularly applicable 
to China, a populous country with a large territory but 
relatively scarce natural resources, Sha noted. 


Sha also stressed, “It is essential to condition the entry 
into force of the treaty on the joining by all those 
States that are technically capable of conducting nuclear 
As the CTBT should be a concrete step towards the early 
elimination of all nuclear weapons, China supports the 
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position of the Group of 21 non-aligned countries that 
words on nuclear disarmament should be included in the 
relevant part of the treaty, Sha said. 


On verification of the treaty, Sha said the most important 
issue is the trigger mechanism for on-site inspections 
(OSI), which “touches upon the security interests of all 
states parties and exemplifies the principle of equality 
and justice of the treaty.” 


He emphasized that data obtained by the international 
monitoring system (IMS) set up under the treaty should 
serve as the primary basis for requesting an OSI. 


He said that although national technical means (NTMs) 
may have a supplementary role to play in obtaining data, 
their use should be restricted. 


It is a fact that only a small number of developed 
countries possess NTMs suitable for the treaty, and 
abuses may lead to discrimination against developing 
countries, said the Chinese ambassador. 


The data used to trigger on-site inspection “must be 
technical, reliable, verifiable, and obtained in consis- 
tence with universally accepted principles of interna- 
tional law. Such data should also go through a process 
of technical and political examination.” 


Sha said that China is categorically against triggering 
OSI with so-called “human intelligence” such as espi- 
onage information. 

China firmly believes that in order to ensure the OSI is 
applied justly, a request for an OSI must be approved 
by a two-thirds majority of the treaty organization's 
Executive Council, he added. 


Finally, Sha stressed that the OSI, being politically 
sensitive, can only be the last resort of the verification 
system to be used under extreme circumstances. It can 
only be “a rare rather than routine event,” he said.

and August are designated as the period of intensive law 
enforcement against piracy and copyright infringement; 
a just concluded meeting of CD factory directors in 
Guangdong reiterated the ban on piracy; and customs 
has stepped up IPR protection at the borders to check 
the export and import of products that violate copyright. 


Zhang Yuejiao said: China does not deny the existence 
of piracy and copyright infringement. However, the 
Chinese Government is indeed seriously fulfilling its

Editor: From the end of last year until the beginning of 
this year, the Middle East peace talks saw a pleasing sit- 
uation. The Palestinian-Israeli talks continued to achieve 
progress, and the Syrian-Israeli talks also became grad- 
ually more substantive and more concrete. However, the 
Middle East peace process has never been smooth sail- 
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ing. After the assassination of the Hamas leader Ayyash 
by Israel in early January, and the suicide attacks car- 
ried out by Hamas within Israeli territory in February 
and March, there was a large-scale clash in April be- 
tween Lebanon and Israel as a result of mutual reprisals 
between Israel and the Lebanese Hezbollah Party. These 
sudden incidents resulted in the Middle East peace talks 
which were progressing very slowly facing a new threat. 
Following the Lebanon-lsrael clash, and the reaching of 
the ceasefire agreement at the end of April, all sides in- 
volved in the Middle East peace talks made new efforts 
to revive the dialogue. | would like to ask: Have the 
Palestinian-Israeli talks seen a turn for the better? What 
new changes have there been in the stands of the two 
sides? 


Liu Yongming: At present, following the conclusion of 
the Lebanese-Israeli clash and an improvement in the 
domestic situation in Israel, with the prodding of the 
international community, the Palestinian-Israeli peace 
talks are gradually moving away from their stalled 
Situation and have seen a turn for the better. This is 
mainly manifested in the following aspects: 


The Palestine National Council, which is the highest 
organ of power in the PLO, made the decision on 24 
April to revise the “Palestine National Charter” so as to 
remove the article which refers to the “elimination of 
Israel.” 


As a response to the Palestine National Council agreeing 
to revise the charter, the Israeli Labor Party, led by 
Peres, convened an emergency meeting on 25 April, 
which unanimously agree to eliminate from its electoral 
platform the article which “opposes the establishment 
of an independent state by the Palestinian people.” 
Observers felt that with this decision, the establishment 
of a Palestinian state “is only a matter of time.” 


New troop redeployments in Hebron put that city on the 
agenda. On | May, the troops based in Hebron began 
shifting military materials and equipment out of the 
city as preparation for the withdrawal of forces from 
the majority of the areas of this Palestinian city. It 
is predicted that the Israeli authorities may begin the 
withdrawal of troops from Hebron on the eve of the 
general election at the end of May. 


Editor: The obvious changes in the major stands of the 
Palestinians and the Israelis not only removes grudges 
which have long hung over Arab-Israeli relations, but 
also creates a suitable atmosphere for the talks on 
the permanent status of Palestine, which are going to 
be conducted soon, and provides a basis of principles 
on which there can be fair dialogue.

Liu Yongming: The Israeli Prime Minister Peres and 
the Palestinian President ‘Arafat both responded to 
invitations and visited the United States. Arafat has 
been a guest in the White House on two previous 
occasions, but on both occasions it was to sign the 
Palestinian-Israeli peace accord. This visit was his 
first working visit to the United States. On 1 May, 
Clinton met ‘Arafat in the White House. This was 
a further initiative by the United States aimed at 
supporting Palestinian-Israeli peace. However, Clinton 
did not clearly express his support for the proposal to 
establish a Palestinian state. He held that this question 
should be kept for discussion at the future Palestinian- 
Israeli dialogue. In Washington, Arafat also had a short 
meeting with Peres to discuss the military withdrawal 
from Hebron and preparations for the Palestinian-Israeli 
discussions on the permanent status of Palestine. 


On 30 April, the Palestinians and Israelis declared that 
they would begin discussions on the permanent status 
of Palestine on 5 May in Taba in Egypt. This action 
indicates that the Palestinian-Israeli peace process is 
back on track, and again demonstrates the resolve of 
the two sides to continue the peace process. 


Although the Palestinian-Israeli talks have seen a turn 
for the better, the greatest difficulty facing Palestinian- 
Israeli peace is that the Israelis, using the pretext of 
security, have not lifted their blockade on Gaza and 
the West Bank of the Jordan River. This “collective 
punishment” which has lasted for over two months, has 
brought catastrophic effects to the Palestinian people. 
According to ‘Arafat, they have deprived 120,000 
Palestinians of work, resulting in Palestine suffering 
daily direct or indirect economic losses of $6 million.

Awaiting the Opportunity for Syrian -israeli Talks 


Editor: While mediating during the Lebanese - Isra eli 
clash, the United States and France foreign minist s 
separately discussed the issues relating to the cease · fir 
with leaders of the three countries of Syria, Israel, and 
Lebanon and also explored the possibility of resuming 
the Middle East peace talks as quickly as possible after 
the cessation of hostilities. All sides expressed their 
desire to put efforts into pushing forward the stalled 
Middie East peace process. Please tell us the main 
reasons why it has been difficult to achieve any progress 
in the Syrian-Israeli talks. 
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Wu Wenbin: In recent years, while real results have 
been realized in Jordanian-Israeli talks and Palestinian- 
Israeli talks, the Syrian-Israeli talks have seen interrup- 
tions and 1i has been difficult to achieve any break- 
throughs. 


The focus of the Syrian-Israeli talks is the Golan Heights 
issue. The Golan Heights is Syria's territory, but it was 
occupied by Israel following the 5 June” war in 1967, 
and incorporated into Israel’s maps in 1981. Its area 
is 1,150 square kilometers, and occupies an extremely 
important strategic position. For several years, Syria and 
Israel have held a series of talks, but serious differences 
still exist between the two sides. 


On the scope of the withdrawal of troops, Syria firmly 
holds that Israel must implement U.N. Resolutions 242 
and 338, and withdraw all forces back to the border 
line as it was on 4 June 1967. Israel has refused a 
complete withdrawal of forces and has only agreed to 
the international border which existed during the period 
of the rule by the French Commission. It is trying to 
continue its occupation of over 40 square kilometers 
which have rich underground water resources. 


On the issue of the withdrawal timetable, Syria wants 
Israel to complete the withdrawal of troops within 6 
months to a year, but Israel wants a withdrawal by stages 
at the end of the century. 


With respect to security arrangements, Syria demands 
that an equal and reciprocal security zone (demilitarized 
zone) be established on both sides of ihe border which 
existed prior to 5 June 1967. Israel demands that after 
it withdraws its troops, it be able to leave early warning 
stations on the Golan Heights and that the Syrian forces 
would be withdrawn to north of Damascus. 


On the nesiialization of relations, Syria has proposed 
that after the complete withdrawal from the Golan 
Heights, Syria and Israel would normalize their rela- 
tions. However, Israel wants to normalize relations after 
the first stage of troop withdrawal. This would include 
the opening of borders, exchange of ambassadors, and 
the establishment of overall political, economic, trade, 
and cultural relations. 


The extraordinary meeting of the Israeli Labor Party 
held on 25 April decided to delete from its electoral 
platform the clause “sovereignty over the Golan Heights 
belongs to Israel” and replace it with “the Golan Heights 
are extremely important to Israel's security.” This was 
a positive step taken by the Israeli side in respect of 
Syrian-Israeli relations. 

The United States has proposed that, prior to the Israeli 


general elections. representatives from Syria and Israel 
again sit down together and, even if they do not discuss 
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substantive problems, they could at least create an al- 
mosphere of trust” for peace. However, Syria was con- 
cerned about whether or not Peres would achieve victory 
in the general elections. President al-Asad clearly is un- 
willing to act hastily prior to seeing the outcome of the 
elections. Thus there is liule possibility that Syria will 
resume the talks prior to the general elections. 


Dispute Between Lebanon and Israel Is Hindering 
Peace 


Editor: The large-scale military actions which Israel has 
recently taken in Lebanon have resulted in great loss of 
life and property for the Lebanese people. It has also 
increased the concern of the international community 
that the problems of southern Lebanon be resolved as 
early as possible. Through the most recent Lebanese- 
Israeli clashes and the mediation of the international 
community, the causes of the dispute between Lebanon 
and Israel and the focuses of their disagreements have 
become clearer. Please give us a concise summary of the 
core of the Lebanese - Israeli conflict and your appraisal 
of the direction in which Syrian-Israeli and Lebanese- 
Israeli talks will move. 


Wu Wenbin: The focal point of the Lebanese - Israeli 
conflict is that Israel still occupies 850 square kilometers 
of territory in the southern Lebanese border region, and 
this has become the powderhouse which has resulted in 
continued military clashes between Lebanon and Israel. 


. In 1982, Israel carried out a major invasion into 
Lebanon. In March 1985, Israel withdrew its troops 
from Lebanon but, using the excuse that it had to protect 
the security of its northern border, Israel designated 
a part of southern Lebanon as a “security zone and 
refused to withdraw its troops. At the same time, it 
supported the Southern Lebanon Army which has close 
relations with Israel, so that it acted defiantly against the 
central government of Lebanon. Through the 10-plus 
rounds of talks which have already taken place between 
Lebanon and Israel, a common understanding has been 
reached on a framework for withdrawing the troops. 
However, the two sides are still debating the question 
whether to first guarantee security and then withdraw 
the troops, or first withdraw the troops and then worry 
about security. Each sticks to its own opinion. In 
addition, in 1991 Lebanon signed a “Treaty of Fraternal 
Cooperation and Coordination” with Syria. The two 
sides have always maintained a special relationship and 
they uphold the principle that their talks with Israel must 
advance at the “same pace.” Thus, the progress of the 
Lebanese-Isracli talks will depend entirely on the way 
in which the Syrian-israeli talks go. 


The serious effects of the recent large-scale clash be- 
tween Lebanon and Israel have resulted in the United 
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States, France, Syria, Lebanon, and Israel all recogniz- 
ing that if they are to completely avoid a recurrence 
of the tragedy, the sides in conflict must return to the 
negotiating table, implement the relevant resolutions of 
the United Nations and realize an overall and sustained 
peace. This is the only way to finally resolve the prob- 
lems. 


The crux as to whether the Middle East peace talks and 
especially the Syrian-Israeli and Lebanese-Israeli peace 
talks can achieve breakthroughs lies in the results of 
the Israeli general elections. Indications are that if Peres 
achieves victory, the Syrian-Israeli peace talks will be 
revived very quickly and will rise to deputy minister 
level. The United States will strongly urge the two sides 
to achieve a breakthrough prior to the United States 
elections, so as to improve Clinton's electoral chances. 
If the hawkish Likud party wins the elections, while the 
peace process will not be stopped, it will certainly face 
more difficulties. 


In addition, France and the European Union have 
responded to requests by Syria and Lebanon and in 
the future Middle East peace talks, they will play a 
greater balancing role. This will pose a challenge to the 
existing situation where the United States monopolizes 
the Middle East peace talks.

His death led to three months of ethnic bioodletting, 
in which 500,000 people were killed and one million 
displaced, before the Tutsi-led Rwandan Patriotic Front

Due to the catastrophe, the social order was destroyed, 
the public activities disabled throughout the country, and 
its national economy given a fatal strike. 


Under this situation, the newly-founded national unity 
government, in which Rwanda Patriotic Front (RPF) 
plays a leading role, was facing many a challenge to 
overcome in the small mountainous country. 


As soon as the new government was established, it 
embarked on a reconstruction and development program 
and set out an overall strategy to promote national 
unity and reconciliation, social welfare and economic 
prosperity. 

To create and maintain peace and stability in the coun- 
try, the government has also taken some concrete mea- 
sures, such as suspension of political party's activities, 
rehabilitation and strengthening judicial organizations, 
and proper settlement of displaced people and returned 
refugees. 

So far, government departments at all levels have been 
re- established and strengthened. The state of security 
has been greatly improved and peace basicly realized 
in the country, although there are still some harassing 
and wrecking activities conducted in the western area 
by former government armed elements who infiltrated 
from neighboring countries. 

The comparative stability in the country has created 
good conditions for returning of refugees. 


According to official statistics, since the end of the civil 
war and genocide, 1.8 million Rwandese refugees have 
returned home from neighboring Uganda, Tanzania, 
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With assistance from UN and international organiza- 
tions, the government has established some refugee tran- 
sit camps along border areas and built houses, drinking 
water facilities, schools and health centers in planned 
settlement areas. 


In return, the proper settlement of displaced people and 
refugees has played a positive role for social stability in 
the country. 


Meanwhile, the economy, which was in ruins two years 
ago, now has been recovering. 


A senior official in the Planning Ministry said that Gross 
Domestic Product in 1995 increased by 25 percent in 
comparison with that of 1994, and reached 60 percent 
of that of 1990 when the civil war first broke out. 


Last year the agricultural production rose to 60 to 80 
percent of pre-war rates. Food production was recorded 
at 3.1 million tonnes last year as against 5 million tonnes 
in 1990. 


In the industrial sector, 54 of the total 88 enterprise fac- 
tories in the country have been re-operated, production 
of which achieved 75 percent of the pre-war level. 


Since last October, exchange rates of the Rwanda Franc 
against foreign currencies have been stable, with the 
soaring trend of the prices controlled and the annual 
inflation rate stablized at about 22 percent. 


The government has also attached much importance to 
rehabilitation of basic infrastructure and social welfare 
Projects. 


According to the Minister for Rehabilitation and Social 
Integration Patrick Mazimhaka, all major roads and 
communications in the country have been restored, and 
electricity and water supplies are now available in all 
13 urban centers and in 80 percent of rural areas. 


The health sector is also recovering after the devastation 
of the war and genocide. In 1994, there were 284 health 
centers in the country, most of them were damaged, but 
two years later, 270 are now back in operation and 29 
out of its 33 hospitals are functioning again. 


As a result of the determined effort and cooperation 
between the government and the international commu- 
nity, schools now function in all areas of the country 
and more than one million Rwandan children attended 
school in 1995. 


Achievements scored in the post-war reconstruction, of 
course, have further consolidated political power of the 
new government. 


However, it should be noted that such reconstruction 
and rehabilitation in full scale is still facing a lot of dif- 
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ficulties, such as lack of funds, technicians and skilled 
manpower and harassing and subversion activities con- 
ducted by former government armed elements in the 
western areas. 


There is a lot to be done to realize final national 
reconciliation, because about 1.5 million refugees are 
still in neighboring countries, the majority of whom are 
Hutus.

In the meantime, 
they have specially explored the legal standards for 


IPR protection by Customs, and formally promulgated © 


and put into effect the “Regulations of the PRC on 
Customs Protection for Intellectual Property Rights,” 
which measures up io international standards. Now, 
the awareness of the need for Customs protection for 
IPR has increasingly struck root in the hearts of the 
people and Chinese Customs have been stepping up 
their efforts in protecting IPR and in giving publicity 
to IPR protection. 

Chinese customhouses’ efforts in this respect must not 
be ignored and the achievements they have made are 
eye-caiching. 

Tee Process of Legislation 


In less than one year in the 1994-95 period, China 
promulgated a series of provisional measures for IPR 
protection at the borders and finally formulated a fairly 
complete legal system for Customs protection for IPR. 


On 5 July, the State Council made a decision on in- 
creasing IPR protection, calling for strengthening Cus- 
toms functions in protecting IPR as well as necessary 
measures to effectively ban the import and export of pi- 
rated goods. 
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On 23 August 1994, the General Administrauon of Cus- 
toms issued an announcement thal no import or export 
of pirated goods is allowed and that customhouses have 
the right to reject goods suspected of copyright infringe- 
meant. 


On 5 December 1994, the General Administration of 
Customs issued an emergency circular on strengthen- 
ing Customs protection for IPR, calling for confiscation 
and destruction of pirated CD's. If customhouses cannot 
confiscate the pirated goods they have detained accord- 
ing to the Customs statutes, they can do so in conjunc- 
tion with the department responsible for IPR protection. 


On 5 May 1995, the General Administration of Customs 
issued a second announcement, making public the State 
Council's approval on authorizing Customs to confiscate 
and dispose of goods infringing upon copyright and 
exclusive trademark rights. On 5 July 1995, Premier 
Li Peng signed a State Council order to publish the 
“Regulations of the PRC on Customs Protection for 
Intellectual Property Rights,” which came into force on 
1 October. On 28 September the same year, the General 
Administration of Customs promulgated the “Measures 
of the PRC Customs for Intellectual Property Rights 
Protection,” which also came into effect on 1 October. 


The promulgation and implementation of the “Regula- 
tions of the PRC on Customs Protection for Intellectual 
Property Rights” indicates that the legal system con- 
cerning Chinese Customs protection for IPR is almost 
complete and that Chinese Customs protecuon for IPR 
is moving toward standardization and has begun to con- 
verge with international practice. The legal document, 
which consists of six chapters covering Il pages, states 
in detail the coverage of the Customs protection (ex- 
clusive trademark rights, copyright, and patent rights); 
the procedure for IPR holders to apply for registration 
of their rights; the procedure for applying to the cus- 
tomhouse at the border where goods are imported or 
exported to take protection measures; how the custom- 
house should conduct investigations and handle cases. 
and the customhouse’s legal responsibilities. 


Some experts maintain that the “Regulations of the PRC 
on Customs Protection for Intellectual Property Rights” 
is a legal document starting from a high point, that it 
is on a par with similar international statutes, and that 
it is a law which entirely converges with international 
practice. In this sense, China took only two years to 
cover a path which had taken other, developed countries

China’s Customs have attached great importance to the 
organization work of protecting intellectual property 
rights (IPR). From the General Administration of Cus- 
toms [GAC] to the basic-level Customs at all locali- 
ties nationwide, there are special organs and person- 
nel responsible for IPR protection. The special organs 
are responsible for the border IPR protection work of 
the Customs under their jurisdiction, handling inquiries 
by copyright holders, and providing information feed- 
back and setting up a database for the implementation of 
IPR protection. Customs nationwide, from the General 
Administration of Customs to the basic-level Customs, 
have established a supervisory network for implementa- 
tion at every level and have initially set up an effective 
IPR protection system at the borders, which is moving 
in the direction of institutionalization and standardiza- 
tion. 


In order to increase the sense of IPR protection and 
law- enforcement of all Customs officials, Customs at all 
levels in China have conducted training and propaganda 
through various channels and methods. 


Since the latter half of 1994, the GAC has conducted 
a number of short-term training classes at Shanghai, 
Qingdao, and Suzhou Customs, training more than 
300 officers. U.S. Customs, French Customs, Hong 
Kong Customs, and the World Customs Organization 
have dispatched experts to give lectures at the training 
classes. After the training given by the GAC, the core 
members returned to their posts and offered training 
to other staff members. To date, the principal officers 
of Customs nationwide have all undergone training. 
Customs in Shanghai and Shantou have also invited law 


Peng Xiaohui, deputy director of the Guangdong branch 
the GAC, told this renorter with pride that a sense 
IPR protection has struck root in the hearts of all 
Customs officers. 
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Achievements of Law-Enforcement 


From September 1994 to the end of last year, Customs 
nationwide handled 1,084 cases of materials and import 
and export goods involving copyright infringements 
with a value of 10.45 million yuan. Of these, Customs 
took the initiative to handle 1,055 cases, accounting 
for 97.3 percent, while 29 cases were handled on the 
basis of applications submitted by the copyright holders, 
accounting for 2.7 percent. Of these cases, 58 involved 
copyright infringements and 10 patent infringements. 
Viewed from the angle of the cases handled, Guangdong 
Customs handled the largest number, totaling 1,071; 
Shanghai Customs handled 11 trademark infringements; 
and Qingdao Customs also handled a number of cases. 


Since the Regulations came into effect on 1 October 
1995, the GAC has started accepting applications sub- 
mitted by copyright holders, and Customs at all levels 
have received applications requesting protection mea- 
sures. To date, the GAC has received more than 120 
applications. Of the applications submitted by copyright 
holders, it is noteworthy that most are domestic enter- 
prises and only a small number are foreign companies. 
On the one hand, this shows that domestic copyright 
holders have increased their sense of seeking Customs 
protection. On the other hand, it is hard to understand 
the passivity and tardiness manifested by foreign copy- 
right holders in assisting Chinese Customs in protecting 
their rights and interests regarding imports and exports. 


In the course of IPR protection at the border, Customs 
at all localities in China have strictly carried out admin- 
istration in light of the law and impartially enforced the 
law. Assuming responsibility for the copyright holders 
who have submitted applications, they have handled all 
the cases placed on fle and have won widespread ac- 
claim from the copyri hi holders at home and abroad. 
The Guangdong Pharr.aceutical and Health Products 
Import and Export Corporation, which is well-known in 
Southeast Asian markets for its Yangcheng-brand Chi- 
nese medicine, presented a banner to Guangzhou Cus- 
toms in February 1996: “Protect IPR and promote the 
czvelopment of foreign trade.” The assistant manager 
of the corporation said: Our company’s goods were af- 
fected by counterfeit goods in the market abroad and the 
border protection offered by Customs has revitalized the 
company. Japan's Telisin Ide li xin 1795 0448 0207 
Electromechanical Shareholding Company, the first for- 
eign company to file an application with Chinese Cus- 
toms at the end of last year, sent a letter of gratitude 
to Guangdong Jiulong Customs on 15 April 1996. The 
company submitted an application requesting protection 
to Customs in Jiulong, Guangzhou, Huangbu, and Gong- 
bei on 17 January 1996. After 20 days, the company 
received a notice from Jiulong Customs on recovery of 
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goods suspected of infringing upon Telisin's intellectual 
property rights. In the letter of gratitude, Tanaka Shin- 
shuki, legal representative of Telisin, said that Chinese 
Customs should be “highly praised for their efficient 
work. The behavior of Customs proved China's de- 
termination to protect IPR." 


Regarding Chinese Customs’ IPR work, which has just 
started, the burden will be heavy and the road will be 
long when the work has embarked on a normal path. 
A senior Chinese Customs official said the other day 
that China will unswervingly strengthen IPR protection 
at the borders. This is required for maintaining the rep- 
utation of international trade, encouraging human cre- 
ation and innovation, and helping domestic enterprises 
develop famous-brand products to compete in the in- 
ternational market. He called on the international com- 
munity, particularly the developed nations, to sincerely 
offer aid to China in training and technical equipment. 
He said that every country has to undergo a process 
in IPR protection. On this question, any practice of nit- 
picking, taking a part for the whole, or exerting pressure 
will be useless. Sincere cooperation is the only way to 


promote IPR protection in China.

(PTS Translated Text for FBIS) The Outline passed 
by the Fourth Session of the Eighth NPC noted that the 
overall goal of our country’s social development is to 
maintain social stability, promote social progress and ac- 
tively promote social justice, security, civilization, and 
health. In order to promote the realization of this overall 
goal, in accordance with China's actual situation, estab- 
lishing a legal aid system with Chinese characteristics 
is an important task for judicial administrative organs 
both now and in time to come. 


Establishing a Legal Aid System Is a Sign of the 
Civilized Progress of a Modern Society 


Legal aid is a legal system by which the state provides 
legal assistance at reduced cost or free to a party who 
is involved in a legal case and who is in economic 
difficulties, or when there are special circumstances. 
The legal aid system first appeared in Western societies. 
Such a system has, as preconditions, a quite complete 
state legal system and the existence and development 
of a system of lawyers. However, in Western society, 
legal service, like other social services, stresses market 
patterns of “exchange of labor at equal value. The 
lawyers provide legal service with the aim of obtaining 
corresponding remuneration. Thus, the majority of those 
who enjoy the services of lawyers are the wealthy 
class in society. The poor basically have no way to 
enjoy the services of lawyers. Following the appearance 
of the capitalist production modes and the occurrence 
of social changes, the newly-emergent bourgeoisie, in 
order to accord with the demands of develonment of the 
commodity economy, a certain degree implemented 
their own promise of equality,” and actively supported 
the establishment within the relevant legal systems of 
a system which gave legal aid to poor people. After 
the middie of the 19th century, the system of legal aid 
was successively estab!ished in virtually all capitalist 
countries. After World War Il, the former Soviet Union 
and the socialist countries of Eastern Europe all wrote 
the principle of legal aid into their constitutions. 


Objectively, the establishment of legal aid systems in 
Western countries was a __jection of the privilege in 
legal service enjoyed by the feudal landlord class. It 
was a manifestation of the civilized progress of modern 
society and undoubtedly had a progressive significance 
in history. The establishment and implementation of 
the legal aid system plays a positive role in respect 
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of improving the legal system mechanism, realizing 
the management function of law within society, and 
expanding the scope over which law can regulate 
social relations, promote the realization of the legal 
relations sought by the ruling class, and ameliorate 
social contradictions. However, essentiaily, the legal 
aid provided to poor people in Western countries is 
a requirement for safeguarding the overall interests of 
the bourgeoisie and consolidating the state organs of 
the bourgeoisie. It does not change the class nature 
of capitalist law in safeguarding the interests of the 
propertied class. The legal aid system cannot turn 
capitalist law into a tool which widely safeguards the 
interests of the broad number of poor people. In fact, 
in Capitalist countries, the phenomenon whereby poor 
people cannot get lawyers and cannot afford to initiate 
a law suit still widely exists. 


Establishing a Legal Aid System That Is in Accord 
With China’s National Conditions Is a 


Requirement for Developing Socialist Democracy 
and Perfecting the Socialist Legal System 


Prior to the establishment of New China, China had 
lawyers in only a few major cities. These were all pri- 
vate operators who provided services for a fee. Thus 
there was no way to even think about the govern- 
ment establishing a legal aid system. After the found- 
ing of the PRC, although our country did not estab- 
lish legal aid as a complete legal system, some ba- 
sic contents relevant to legal aid were manifested in 
related laws and regulations. For example, the Provi- 
sional Regulations on Lawyers’ Fees" which were pro- 
mulgated by the Ministry of Justice in October 1956 
stipulated the scope of specific cases where legal as- 
sistance in terms of exemption from or reduced legal 
fees would be provided. From 1979 onwards, various 
laws and regulations were successively promulgated and 
implemented, including the Criminal Procedure Law.“ 
Civil Action Law,” "Provisional Regulations Govern- 
ing the Work of Lawyers,” and the “Trial Regulations 
Governing Lawyers’ Charges.” All of these had some 
stipulations relating to legal aid. The implementation 
of these stipulations, under the historic conditions at 
that time, played a positive role in safeguarding the le- 
gitimate rights and interests of those involved in legal 
cases, in accordance with the law. Following the con- 
tinuous development of the socialist market economy, 
the various stipulations of a legal-aid nature which are 
spread throughout various relevant laws are no longer 
in accord with the demands of strengthening the build- 
ing of socialist democracy and a socialist legal system, 
and of guaranteeing the democratic rights and interests, 
personal rights and interests, and other legitimate rights 
and interests of citizens. Establishing and perfecting our 
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country’s legal aid system is an essential requirement of 
the socialist system and is also a concrete manifestation 
of the development of socialist democracy and the per- 


fecting of the socialist legal system. 


First, it manifests practical state guarantees in respect 
of the rights and interests which the law gives io citizens. 
In the new situation where a socialist market economy 
and socialist democratic politics are being developed, 
following the promulgation and implementation of a 
large volume of laws and regulations, the political 

and interests, economic rights and interests, 
and other social rights and interests of citizens have 
become increasingly wide-ranging. There has also been 
a corresponding and unprecedented increase in disputes 
over rights and interests, and a large number of disputes 
relating to rights and interests have had to be resolved 
through non-court or court methods. However, as some 
citizens lack funds to employ a lawyer to provide legal 
assistance when they face a legal dispute, there exists a 
contradiction between the equality in terms of legally- 
stipulated rights and interests and the inequality in terms 
of the economic conditions necessary to guarantee the 
realization of those rights and interests. Our country is 
a socialist society, and all the rights and interests of 
the state belong to the people. This determines that the 
state should provide legal aid to those persons involved 
in legal cases and who are in eco: nic difficulty, so 
as to guarantee the realization of their legitimate rights 
and interests. The establishment of a legal aid system is 
a concrete measure adopted by the state to eliminate 
this phenomenon of inequality which actually exists, 
to perfect on the judicial system level a democratic 
procedural mechanism, and to guarantee the realization 
of the principle of equality of all people in the face of 
the law. 


Second, it provides a practical guarantee that the parties 
involved in a lawsuit enjoy rights and interests in 
accordance with the law, and guarantees the fairness 
of the judicial process. The fairness of the judicial 
process is an important part of and basic guarantee 
for socia! justice, and is also a basic principle and 
precond un by which the judicial organs accurately 
determine the facts of a case and correctly apply the law. 
When the judicial organs are handling a legal case, and 
especially when handling a criminal case, the accused 
is in a special position. Often because the accused lacks 
legal knowledge and his personal freedom is restricted, 
he cannot well protect his own legitimate rights and 
interests. Thus, it is necessary to have a lawyer who 
has legal knowledge and has specialized court skills 
to provide legal assistance. If the accused in criminal 
cases are economically- deprived, they will be unable 
to bring together all the evidence demonstrating their 
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innocence or details of mitigating circumstances. Thus, 
it will not be possibie to fully guarantee that he enjoys 
procedural rights in accordance with the law. It will 
likewise be disadvantageous to the judicial organs in 
accurately determining the facts of the case and in 
correctly applying the law. As far as people involvec in 
legal cases are concerned, if they are unable to obtain 
the services of a lawyer, what they might lose is only 
their own due legitimate rights and interests. As far as 
the state is concerned, what it will lose is the principle 
and image of judicial fairness. Establishing a legal aid 
system and providing reductions or exemptions of the 
cost of hiring a lawyer for those who are involved in 
legal cases and are in economic difficulty, will make up 
for this deficiency, and manifest how the state, on the 
systems level, truly guarantees the human rights of those 
involved in legal cases, and guarantees the realization 
of the principle of judicial fairness. 


Third, it perfects the social security system, and guar- 
antees social stability and the smooth implementation of 
economic structural reform. The “Outline” points out 
that relevant policies formulated during the period of 
the Ninth Five-Year Plan truly guarantee the legitimate 
rights and interests of women, children, old people, the 
disabled and other special social groups. Following the 
establishment and improvement of the socialist market 
economy structure, and the increasing completeness of 
the legislative aspects of the various elements of the 
social security system, the interests demands and dis- 
putes among the special social groups mentioned above 
will inevitably be increasingly manifested in a court or 
non-court form. However, because these special social 
groups are economically rather poor, or have no power 
to safeguard their own legitimate rights and interests, 
as soon as a dispute which must be settled through the 
court or otherwise occurs, they vill need legal aid. In 
this sense, establishing a legal aid system will be ben- 
eficial to perfecting the social security mechanisms, to 
promoting the smooth implementation and ordered op- 
eration of economic and social reform aeasures, and o 
effectively resolving interests disputes and social con- 
tradictions, and guaranteeing social stability. 


Fourth, it will perfect the legal system and guarantee the 
realization of legally-stipulated social relations. Laws 
are the standards for regulating social relations. How- 
ever, the stipulating of laws does not automatically give 
rise to the practical social relations. The establishment 
and implementation of a legal aid system not only in- 
volves providing legal assistance at reduced fees or 
gratis to someone who is involved in a legal case; but 
also in trying to avoid, to the greatest possible degree. 
“dead spots” in legal adjustment and standardization, so 
as to truly guarantee the realization of the social rela- 
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tions stipulated by the law. If in society a large number 
of citizens are unable, because of economic difficulties, 
to obtain due legal assistance, then even if the laws 
provide more overall and concrete stipulations in re- 
spect of citizen's rights and interests, it will have no 
real significance, and the authority of law and the social 
functions and value of law will be greatly discounted. 
In this sense, establishing a legal aid system is an in- 
dispensable aspect in perfecting the legal system. 


Basic Concept of Establishing a Legal Aid System 
That Accords With China’s National Conditions 


In establishing China's legal aid system, on the one hand 
it is necessary to borrow and learn from the general 
principles seen in the patterns of legal aid in various 
countries around the world. On the other hand, it is also 
necessary io proceed from the actual situation of our 
country, sum up the practical experiences of the past, 
and actively explore and perfect the basic framework of 
our country’s legal aid. 


On the contents of legal aid. In respect of the contents 
of legal aid, the various countries have both a broad 
definition and a narrow definition. The broad definition 
of legal aid includes, apart from legal aid in respect 
of lawyers, reduction in or remission of court costs. 
The narrow definition is restricted to reduction in or 
remission of lawyers’ charges. In our country, court 
costs are reduced or remitted on the basis of the 
economic situation of the person involved in the legal 
case and the various levels of courts have, through 
many years of experience, formed a quite complete 
court case fees reduction or remission system. Thus, the 


ulate that the main legal aid recipient targets are natu- 
bodies to receive legal aid. Seen from China's national

will be particularly beneficial to some state-owned and 
collective enterprises which are in serious economic dif- 
ficulties and which experience legal wrangles in their 
production operations. This will stabilize economic or- 
der, ensure that economic relations are regulated in ac- 
cordance with the law, alleviate social contradictions, 
and guarantee social stability. As to whether foreigners 
should be able to enjoy legal aid in China, this question 
is quite complex. We believe that it might be considered 
extending legal aid to any foreigners who are charged 
in Criminal cases and who are in economic difficulties, 
as this involves the fair implementation of our coun- 
try’s criminal law. In respect of persons involved in 
civil litigation or administrative suits, if de persons are 
in economic difficulties, the funds for legal aid should 
be provided by the country of which they are a national, 
or the relevant fees should be reduced or remitted in ac- 
cordance with a judicial assistance agreement signed be- 
tween the two countries. In fixing the economic income 
level which determines whether persons are entitled to 
legal aid, in principle the minimum wage level set by 
the local government should be taken as the standard. 


On the scope of legal aid. The stipulations of the 
various countries in this respect are not exactly the 
same. Seen from the actual situation of our country, 
it might be considered fixing the scope of legal aid 
as follows: In cases involving children, the disabled 
or the elderly who do not have the ability to defend 
themselves and cases pursuing tort compensation; the 
seeking of alimony, child support funds, or support and 
assistance funds; the seeking of compensation as a result 
of injuries suffered while on official business (except in 
cases of personal negligence); the seeking of workers’ 
compensation and disability pensions; the notarization 
of alimony and support agreements and notarization 
relevant to the drawing of disability pensions and relief 
funds; cases where the democratic rights of citizens have 
been violated (such as the illegal expropriation of the 
right to vote or the right to be elected); cases where there 
is the possibility of a sentence of capital punishment 
being imposed and where the accused does not have a 
counsel; other instances where there is a need to provide 
legal aid. 


On the source of funds for legal aid. All countries with- 
Out exception supported this work from allocations by 
the government. As our country's legal aid is mainly 
a government activity, the necessary funds should in 
principle be included in the annual financial expendi- 
ture budgets of the various levels of government, and 
each year a special allocation for legal aid funds should 
de made. so as to manifest the state bearing its respon- 
sibility to those who need such aid. Legal aid is also 
a type of social public welfare undertak ng. Proceeding 
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from our country’s reality, we might consider setting up 
a specialized fund for use in legal aid, which will also 
receive donations from citizens and units which are en- 
thusiastic about this undertaking. Such donations will be 
accepted from those at home and those abroad. In addi- 
tion, those areas with the conditions could take a certain 
proportion from the membership fees of the lawyers’ as- 
sociation as a legal aid fund, so as to demonstrate thal 
the lawyers’ associations are shouldering their due re- 
spoasibilities toward society. 


Establishing a legal aid system is a new undertaking 
for our country. We must proceed from reality, develop 
experimental work points in a down-to-earth way and 
gradually seek out an operational mechanism, organiza- 
tional and management measures, and a structural set-up 
which manifest the characteristics of our country’s na- 
tional conditions and are also in accord with the general

PRC: Armed Police Join Crackdown To Preserve

One stroke, two 
strokes...blood flew out from under the skin, and beads 
of sweat came out on his forehead. He was only 19, and 
we do not endorse the way he treated himself. But, we 
cannot help saying: Wu Yantao, you are one of the fine 
youth in Beijing. 


The tattooed design was removed, and there We- a scar 
on the arm. Nouetheless, scars would not affect his 
chances of serving in the Army.

Whet'er or not a young person at the right age for 
military service enthusiastically responds to the call of 
conscription is a yardstick judging whether or not he or 
she is allegiant io the motherland.

Now, it is still too early to make any appraisal or 
prediction about this generation.

Young person A: The living conditions of my family 
are very good. My father is a millionaire well-known in 
the township, and my job is related to transportation 
with several vehicles at my disposal, from which | 
also earned a lot of money. Since I was a child, | 
have shown a weakness for war movies as well as 
military newspapers and periodicals. To the career of 
a serviceman, | have a sense of worship in my heart.

Young man B: My father is an ex-serviceman, who 
participated in the War Against Vietnam for Self- 
Defense.

In the Yuncheng area of Shanxi Province, which is ha- 
bitually called a “golden triangle,” there has emerged 
a gratifying phenomenon of “three many's in recent 
years: 1) Many cadres took the lead to send their chil- 
dren to join the Army in Tibet. There were more than 10 
cases in the Shanxi Aluminum Factory, a state key enter- 
prise, alone.

In the 1990's, major changes have taken place in various 
fields in China except the “craze for joining the Army" 
which remains unchanged. 

This is a matter for rejoicing. However, there is no need 
for reticence; in individual units and areas, sighs about 
the “difficulty in conscription” were often heard, which 
was extremely disharmonious with the mighty wave of 
joining the Army at present. 

The following are some conditions revealed in an 
investigation report of the district People’s Armed 
Forces Department in a certain large city: 

The current permanent residents in this district number

case. In fact, it will not be a problem if some hundreds

and medium cities in five provinces and autonomous re- 
ions. which lasted for a month. The findings of the sur- 
vey showed that along with the reform of labor power 


employment system in enterprises, the “craze in joining 
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the Army” for the purpose of finding a job began to 
cool down among urban youth, which reflected in vary- 
ing degrees their unwillingness to serve in the Army. Its 
principal reasons included: 1) The concept of selecting 
an occupation has changed. Quite a few young people 
of the right age and their parents think that the reform 
of labor force employment system has broken the iron- 
clad bowls,” there are many ways of “earning money,” 
and people no longer have to totally rely on a certain 
organization to get a job. Moreover, even though a de- 
mobilized soldier is assigned a job in a factory, he may 
also be dismissed in the process of “merger.” Hence, 
it is unnecessary for people to squeeze onto the road 
of joining the Army. 2) People are worried about the 
possible changes of policy concerning the placement of 
demobilized soldiers. 3) People’s concept of regarding 
military service as a bounden duty has become more 
vague now. 


The emergence of the problem of “difficulty in conscrip- 
tion” has directly affected the quality of recruits and the 
development of army building, which has aroused the 
serious attention of various social sectors Some people 
think that to resolve this problem, apart from further- 
ing education on national defense among the people of 
the entire country, we should also give consideration to 
the following issues: I) Improving the system of mili- 
tary service and shortening the time for service in the 
Army. At present, the shortest period for compulsory 
military service is three years, and some remain in the 
service for four to five years. It is precisely during this 
period that they need to learn knowledge and skill to 
lay a foundation for their future. Today, people “regard 
time as money.” They hope to devote their efforts to the 
building of national defense, and at the same time, they 
are worried about their future lives being affected by 
serving in the Army. Therefore, except for the special 
arms, the term for military service should be appropri- 
ately shortened. 2) Enhancing the treatment of service- 
men. With reform and opening up further deepening, 
the actual income of personnel working in localities is 
much higher than that of the active servicemen. Hence, 
their treatment in lives should be appropriately enhanced 
to narrow the gap between servicemen and the local 
personnel and augment the appeal and cohesion of the 
Army. 3) Improving the preferential treatment given to 
families of soldiers and martyrs and properly carrying 
out the policy of helping settle down the demobilized 
soldiers and those transferred to civilian work. 


Anyhow, “there will be milk as well as bread.” The 
“difficulty in conscription” is only a minor aspect. 
So long as we adopt positive countermeasures, such 
problems will t+ resolved.

stable mind and emotion, relatively robust health, and 
higher educational level" in Army units. 


Among the soldiers called up for winter conscription in 
1993, the number of party and league members reached 
40.5 percent, those with senior and junior middle 
school educational level accounted for 38.2 percent and 
60.8 percent respectively, and youth of nonagricultural 
residential registration accounted for 26 percent. These 
new recruits had wider range of knowledge, stronger 
ability in receiving training, and greater scope of special 
skilis as compared with those of previous years. 


In the 1994 winter conscription, the proportion of 
recruitment from senior middle school students was 
raised in various localities so that the cultural standards 
of the new recruits were considerably enhanced. 


In 1995, in light of General Secretary Jiang's instruc-

the standards of junior middle school graduates. Others 
had such and such diseases that are not fit for performing 
military service. 


The reasons leading to the poor quality of soldiers in 
some localities include: 1) Comrades in charge of the 
government and drafting department there have vague 
awareness in national defense and muddled ideas about 
the quality of soldiers during peacetime. 2) There are 
no strict regulations on reward and punishment with 
regard to recruitment work. Those responsible for the 
units sending unqualified soldiers did not receive proper 
punishment. 3) Malpractices such as giving dinners 
and presenting gifts have infiltrated into the area of 
conscription work. 


Army units have the responsibility of transforming the 
local young people into qualified soldiers through help 
and education, although their political, physical, and 
Cultural qualities have been formed before joining the 
Army. After they went to the barracks and received a 
short period of training, they were sent to the fighting 
posts to learn the techniques of operating guns and 
artillery, and to be prepared at all times to engage in 
a life-and-death struggle with invaders on the bloody 
and fiery battlefield to fulfill the heavy responsibility of 
safeguarding the interests of the motherland, the lives of 
the masses, and the safety of their properties. Therefore, 
having a single unqualified youngster planted in an 
armed group is an expression of irresponsibility to the 
country and the people. 


The phenomenon of "black soldiers” resolutely prohib- 
ited in the repeated injunctions issued by the Drafting 
Office of the Ministry of National Defense also brought 
interference and damage to guarantecing the quality of 
soldiers. The problem is a note out of tune with the 
symphony of the PRC's conscription. Though surprise 
or alarm is unnecessary, still we have to pay adequate 
attention to it. Today, our society has entered a brand 
new development period, the PRC's system of military 
service will certainly be further developed, refined, and 
amplified along with the establishment of the market 


economy. 
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Some military experts maintain that a smaller number of 
professional standing troops who perform military ser- 
vice totally voluntarily can better cope with emergency 
situations than the standing armies chiefly recruited by 
conscription. For example, during the Gulf War, France 


contingent of well-trained, entirely voluntary standing 
troops that played an important role in the operations of 
the multinational coalition forces. In 1993, the French 
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East European countries are also shortening their terms 
for soldiers’ service in the armies. Romania, Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia ((as published)), Hungary, and Poland 
all shortened their terms from the original two to three 
years to 12 to 18 months. 


In East Asia, Japan has a contingent of entirely vol- 
untary self-defense corps with female as well as male 
members. 


In African countries where there are no civil wars or 
other conflicts, the practice of enlisting volunteers to 
military service has become a universal trend.... 


China has its own national conditions. We can neither 
copy the practices of foreign countries indiscriminately, 
nor stand still. Following the adoption of the new “Law 
on the Military Service of the People’s Republic of 
China” at the Second Session of the Sixth National Peo- 
ple’s Congress in June 1984, its coordinated “Regula- 
tions on Conscription Work” has been put into effect. On 
this basis, a dozen provinces and autonomous regions 
including Beijing, Tianjin, Shanghai, Shanxi, Shandong, 
and Hubei have formulated and promulgated their local 
regulations on military service in light of the local con- 
ditions. 


The time is advancing. The reform and readjustment of 
conscription work will certainly arouse the serious atten- 
tion of the CPC Central Committee, the State Council, 
and the Central Military Commission. Likewise, it is 
certainly under the consideration of the drafting depart- 
ment at all levels. Seeking an ideal system of military 
service has become a new goal that the PRC is working 
hard to accomplish.

China said in a white paper today that its environment 
has basically steered clear of deterioration with the fact 
that its gross national product (GNP) has been growing 
by around 10 percent annually over the past 18 years of 
reforms and opening up. 


The white paper on Environmental Protection in China, 
issued here today by the Information Office of the State 
Council, said that the principle China has adopted to 
achieve coordinated economic, social and environmental 
development has been proved to be effective. 


The Chinese government has paid great attention to en- 
vironmental issues arising from the country’s popula- 
tion growth and economic development, and has made 
environmental protection an important aspect of the im- 
provement of the people’s living standards and quality 
of life, the some 20,000-word white paper said. 


In order to promote coordinated development between 
the economy, the society and the environment, China 
enacted and implemented a series of principles, policies, 
laws and measures for environmental protection in the 
1980s, it said. 


“The Environmental Protection Law of the People’s 
Republic of China” is the cardinal law for environmental 
protection in China, the white paper said. The law 
has established the basic principle for coordinated 
development between economic construction, social 
progress and environmental protection, and defined the 
rights and duties of governments at all levels, all units 
and individuals as regards environmental protection. 


China has enacted and promulgated many special laws 
on environmental protection as well as laws on natural 
resources related to environmental protection, it said. 


The Chinese government has also enacted more than 
30 administrative decrees regarding environmental pro- 
tection. In addition, departments concerned have also 
issued a number of administrative rules and decrees on 
environmental protection. 


To implement the state environmental protection laws 
and regulations, local people s congresses and people's 
governments, proceeding from specific conditions in 
gated more than 600 local laws on environmental pro- 
tection, the white paper said. 


By the end of 1995, China had promulgated state en- 
vironmental standards on 364 items. As stipulated in 
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Chinese law, the environmental quality standards and 
pollutant discharge standaids are compulsory standards, 
and those who violate these compulsory environmental 
standards must bear the corresponding legal responsi- 
bility, the white paper said. 


The white paper said that the Chinese government 
regards prevention and control of industrial pollution 
as the focal point of environmental protection. Thanks 
to the unremitting efforts over the past 20-odd years, 
China has made great progress in this regard. 


In 1995 the waste water treatment rate of the industrial 
enterprises at and above the county level in china 
reached 76.8 percent; the smoke and dust removal 
rate of waste gas from burning fuel, 88.2 percent. 
waste gas purification rate from production processes, 
68.9 percent; and the comprehensive utilization rate of 
industrial solid waste, 43 percent, the white paper said. 


Output value attained through the comprehensive uti- 
lization of the industrial “three wastes” came to 19 bil- 
lion yuan, it added. 


China is a country with coal as its main energy source. 
Seventy percent of the smoke and dust in the air and 
90 percent of the sulfur dioxide emission come from 
burning coal, the white paper said. 


As a result, the white paper continued, the cities with 
concentrated industries and their population suffer from 
serious air pollution. Acid rain has occurred, and the 
situation has gone from bad to worse in some regions 
and cities. 

The Chinese government has adopted measures such 
as developing clean coal technology and clean burning 
technology, and collecting sulfur dioxide emission fees, 
to control acid rain, the white paper said. 


A long-term study by Chinese experts on the issue 
of acid rain proves that the precursors of acid rain 
generated from the emission source in China's inland 
areas are mainly spread within Chinese territory, mainly 
in the areas south of the Chang Jiang River and in 
regions east of the Qinghai-Tibet Plateau, and in the 
Sichuan Basin, the white paper said. 


At present, 68.4 percent of urban residents in China use 
gas for fuel and heating: the centralized disposal rate 
of urban sewage is 20 percent; the innocuity rate of 
urban garbage and fecal disposal is 45.4 percent; and 
the afforestation rate is 23.8 percent, the white paper 
said. 


National land improvement is part of China's work 
in implementing the sustainable development strategy. 
Since the start of the reform and opening up to the 
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compensate for lack of water resources in northern 
areas, the Chinese government vigorously promoted the 
planning and construction of water-diversion projects 
between different drainage basins, it added. 

In November 1995, it sponsored an overall feasibility 
study of the middle, eastern and western lines projects 
for diverting water from south to north.

In the meantime, work has started in an all-round way 
to construct some 100 ecological demonstration areas, 
mainly at the county level, in order to promote regional 
sustainable development, it added. 


The Chinese government regards ecological environ- 
mental protection as the focal point of its environmental 
protection work. Through protracted efforts, China has 
made great achievements in the protection and construc- 
tion of the ecological environment, the white paper said. 


Since the 1950s, the Chinese government has organized 
large-scale tree planting activities and stepped up efforts 
for the fostering, protection and management of forest 
resources and consequently has made great progress in 
rational utilization of forest resources. 


Currently, China's forest area totals 134 million 
hectares, which brings the country’s forest coverage 
to 13.92 percent. Artificial afforestation covers 33.79 
million hectares. Volunteers have contributed a total 
of 4.4 billion person-times to planting 23 billion trees. 
Once-barren mountains suitable for tree planting in 12 
provinces and autonomous regions are now clothed 
with greenery. 

There are 612 national-level rare and endangered 
species of flora and fauna listed as key protection 
species, including 258 species of wild animals and 354 


species of plants. 


Artificial reproduction has been successfully imple- 
mented for more than 60 species of rare and endangered 
wild animals, and through propagation, such species as 
David's deer, wild horse and saiga tatarica have been 
re-introduced. 

Establishing nature reserves is the most effective 
method for the in situ conservation of wild plants and 
animals. By the end of 1995, 799 nature reserves of 
rather diversified types, covering a total area of 71.85 
million hectares, or 7.19 percent of China's territory, 
had been established in China. 


There are 99 national-level reserves, of which ten

I. The Choice of Implementing a Sustainable 
Development Strategy 

China's modernization drive has been launched in the 
following conditions: The country has a large popula- 
tion base, its per capita average of natural resources is 
low, and its economic development as well as scientific 
and technological level remain comparatively backward. 
Along with the growth of China’s population, the de- 
velopment of the economy and the continuous improve- 
ment of the people's consumption level since the 1970s, 
the pressure on resources, which have been in short sup- 
ply, and on the fragile environment has become greater 
and greater. Which road of development to choose has 
turned out, historically, to be an issue of paramount im- 
portance to the survival of the Chinese people and their 
descendants. 


The Chinese government has paid great attention to 
the environmental issues arising from the country’s 
population growth and economic development, and has 
made protecting the environment an important aspect 
of the improvement of the people's living standards 
and quality of life. In order to promote coordinated 
development between the economy, the society and 
the environment, China enacted and implemented a 
series of principles, policies, laws and measures for 
environmental protection in the 1980s. 


— Making environmental protection one of China's ba- 
sic national policies. The prevention and control of en- 
vironmental pollution and ecological destruction and the 
rational exploitation and utilization of natural resources 
have a vital bearing on the country's overall interests 
and long-term development. The Chinese government 
is unswervingly carrying out the basic national policy 
of environmental protection. 


— Formulating the guiding principles of simultaneous 
planning, simultaneous implementation and simultane- 
ous development for economic construction, urban and 
rural construction and environmental construction, and 
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combining the economic returns with social effects and 
environmental den ‘its; and carrying out the three ma- 
jor policies of “prevention first and combining preven- 
tion with control,” “making the polluter responsible for 
treating the pollution” and “intensifying environmental 
management.” 
— Promulgating and putting into effect laws and reg - 
ulations regarding environmental protection and plac- 
ing environmental rye on a legal footing, con- 
tinuously improving the statutes concerning the envi- 
ronment, formulating strict law-enforcement procedures 
—ͤ increasing the intensity of law enforcement so as to 
ensure the effective implementation of the environmen- 
tal laws and regulations. 


— Persisting in incorporating environmental protection 
into the plans for national economic and social devel- 
opment, introducing to it macro regulation and man- 
agement under state guidance, and gradually increasing 
environmental protection input so as to give simultane- 
ous consideration to environmental protection and other 
undertakings and ensure their coordinated development. 


— Establishing and improving environmental protection 
Organizations under governments at all levels, forming 
a rather complete environmental administrative system, 
and bringing into full play the governments’ role in 
environmental supervision and administration. 


— Accelerating progress in environmental science and 
technology. Strengthening research in basic theories, 
Organizing efforts to tackle key scientific and techno- 
logical problems, developing and popularizing practical 
technology for environmental pollution prevention and 
control, fostering the growth of environmental protec- 
tion industries, and having set up an initial scientific 
research system for environmental protection. 


— Carrying out environmental publicity and education 
to enhance the whole nation’s awareness of the environ- 
ment. Widely conducting environmental publicity work, 
gradually popularizing environmental education in pri- 
mary and middie schools, developing on-the-job educa- 
tion in environmental protection and vocational educa- 
tion, and training specialized personnel in environmental 
science and technology as well as environmental admin- 
istration. 


— Promoting international cooperation in the field 
of environmental protection. Actively expanding ex- 
changes and cooperation concerning the environment 
and development with other countries and international 
Organizations, carnestly implementing international en- 
vironmental conventions, and seeking scope for China's 
role in global environmental affairs. 
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Since the beginning of the 1990s the international com- 
munity and various countries have made an impor- 
tant step forward in exploring solutions to problems of 
the environment and development. The Uniied Nations 
Conference on Environment and Development, held in 
June 1992, made sustainable development the strategy 
for common development in the future, and this won 
wide acclaim from the governments of all countries rep- 
resented at the conference. 


In August 1992, shortly after that conference, the 
Chinese government put forward ten major measures 
China was to adopt to enhance its environment and 
development, clearly pointing out that the road of 
sustainable development was a logical choice for China 
now and in the future. 


In March 1994 the Chinese government approved and 
promulgated China's Agenda 21 — the White Paper 
on China's Population, Environment, and Development 
in the 21st Century.” This document, proceeding from 
the country’s specific national conditions in these three 
respects, put forward China's overall strategy, measures 
and program of action for sustainable development. 
Relevant departments and localities also worked out 
their respective plans of action to implement the strategy 
for sustainable development. 


At its Fourth Session in March 1996, China's Eighth 
National People’s Congress examined and adopted “the 
Ninth Five-Year Plan of the People’s Republic of China 
for National Economic and Social Development and 
the Long-Term Objectives to the Year 2010.“ Both the 
Plan and Objectives take sustainable development as 
an important strategy for the modernization drive, thus 
making it possible for the implementation of the strategy 
of sustainable development in the course of China's 
economic construction and social development. 


II. Improving the Legal and Administrative 
Systems Step by Step 


China pays great attention to environmental legislative 
work and has now established an environmental statu- 
tory framework that takes the “Constitution of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China” as the foundation and the En- 
vironmental Protection Law of the People’s Republic of 
China” as the principal part. 


"The Constitution of the People’s Republic of China 
stipulates: “The state protects and improves the living 
environment and the ecological environment, and pre- 
vents and remedies pollution and other public hazards,” 
and “The state ensures the rational use of natural re- 
sources and protects rare animals and plants. The appro- 
priation or damage of natural resources by any organi- 
zation or individual by whatever means is prohibited.” 
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“The Eavironmeaial Protection Law of the People's Re- 
public of China” is the cardinal law for environmental 
protection in China. The law has established the ba- 


protection, und defined the rights and duties of govern- 
ments at all levels, all units and individuals as regards 
environmental protection. 


China has enacted and promulgated many special laws 
on environmental protection as well as laws on natural 
resources related to environmental protection. They 
include: the Law on the Prevention and Control of 
Water Pollution, the Law on the Prevention and Control 
of Air Pollution, the Law on the Prevention and 
Control of Environmental Pollution by Solid Wastes, 
the Marine Environment Protection Law, the Forestry 
Law, the Grassland Law, the Fisheries Law, the Mineral 
Resources Law, the Land Administration Law, the 
Water Resources Law, the Law on the Protection of 
Wild Animals, the Law on Water and Soil Conservation, 


and the Agriculture Law.

Environmental standards are an important component 
of China’s environmental legal system. They include 
environmental quality standards, pollutant discharge or 
emission standards, basic environmental criteria, crite- 
ria for samples, and criteria for methodology. The envi- 
ronmental quality standards and pollutant discharge or 
emission standards are divided into state standards and 
local standards. By the end of 1995, China had promul- 
gated state environmenial standards on 364 items. As 
stipulated in Chinese laws, the environmental quality 
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In the process of setting up and improving the caviron- 
mental legal system, China attaches equal importance 
to environmental law enforcement and environmental 
legislation. For four consecutive years, China has con- 
ducted nationwide checks on the enforcement of envi- 
ronmental laws to seriously deal with acts of polluting 
and damaging the environment and severely punish en- 
vironmental law violations. China pays great attention to 
supervision exercised by the people and media over law 
violations regarding the environment, and it has opened 
channels for the people to report on environmental prob- 
lems and has adopted measures for the news media to 
expose envir »nmental law-breaking activities. 


It should be pointed out that the building of China's en- 
vironmental legal system needs to be further improved. 
For instance, some areas still remain uncovered by law, 
the contents of some laws are yet to be increased or re- 
vised and there are still the cases of not fully observing 
or enforcing laws. Therefore, it remains an important 
Strategic task to continue efforts to intensify the build- 
ing of the environmental legal system. 


China attaches equal importance to the establishment of 
an environmental administrative system and it has es- 
tablished a system in which the National People’s Con- 
gress enacts the laws and supervises their enforcement, 
governments at different levels take the responsibility 
for the enforcement of laws, the administrative depart- 
ments in charge of environmental protection exercise 
overall supervision and administration, and the various 
departments concerned exercise supervision and admin- 
istration according to the laws. 


The National People’s Congress has established an En- 
vironment and Resources Protection Committee, whose 
work is to organize the formulation and examination of 
draft laws on environmental and resources protection 
and prepare the necessary reports, exercise the supervi- 

sion over the enforcement of laws governing environ- 
mental and -retection, put forward motions 
related to the nvironmental and resources pro- 
tection, and comuuci exchanges with parliaments in other 
countries in the ficid of environmental and resources 
protection. The peoples congresses of some provinces 
and cities have also established corresponding environ- 
mental and resources protection institutions. 

The Environmental Protection Committee under the 
State Council is made up of leaders of various related 
ministries under the State Council. It is the State Coun- 
cil's discussion and coordination agency for environ- 
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meatal protection work. Its major tasks are: studying

In the 
course of establishing the socialist market economic 
system in the 1990s, China has changed its traditional 
development strategy, promoted clean production and 
embarked on a sustainable development road. In guid- 
ing concept for the prevention and control of industrial 
pollution, “three changes have been decided upon, i. e. 
regarding the basic strategy in prevention and control of 
pollution, China will gradually change its way of end- 
of-pipe pollution control into pollution control during 
the whole process of industrial production; with respect 
to the control of pollutant discharge, concentration con- 
trol will be replaced by a combination of the control of 
concentration and that of total quantity; and with regard 
to pollution control methods, focus on the control of 
scattered individual polluting sources will be replaced 
by a combination of centralized and scattered controls. 


— Policy and legislation for preventing and controlling 
industrial pollution have taken initial shape as a coherent 
system. In order to effectively prevent and control 
industrial pollution, the Chinese government has drawn 
up three major policies for environmental protection, 
i. e., “putting prevention first and combining prevention 
with control,” “making the polluter responsible for 
treating the pollution” and “intensifying environmental 
management.” In addition, it has drawn up the policy on 
the comprehensive utilization of resources, the policy 
on preventing and controlling industrial pollution in 
combination with technical transformation, the policy 
on overall improvement of the urban environment, the 
policy on environmental protection technology, and the 
policy on environmental protection industries. The laws 
and regulations on environmental protection that have 
been promulgated include explicit provisions on the 
prevention and control of industrial pollution. Local 
governments at all levels have worked out their policies 
on the prevention and control of industrial pollution in 
accordance with their respective actual conditions. 


— Enterprise environment supervision and management 
have deen reinforced. The Chinese government has pro- 
moted the enforcement of the environmental impact as- 
sessment system and the “three-at-the- same-time” 3 
tem (i. e. facilities for preventing and controlling en vi- 
ronmental pollution and destruction shall be planned, 
constructed and put into use at the same time as the 
main production projects). These steps have played re- 
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markabie roles in controlling new pollution sources. The 
nation’s environmental impact assessment rate of con- 
struction projects above the county level and the imple- 
mentation rate of the “three-al-the-same-time™ system 
have reached 60.8 percent and 87.3 percent respectively. 
By the end of 1995, 480 cities and 77,000 enterprises 
trations; 240 cities had issued a total of 16,000 pollu- 
tant discharge licences to 14,000 enterprises. Since 1979 
China has collected 24.7 billion yuan in pollutant dis- 
charge fees. 


Measures, for preventing and controlling industrial pol- 
lution have gradually been improved. First, China has 
completed a great number of pollution-controi projects 
through the readjustment of the industrial structure and 
product mix, and promoted clean production through 
technical transformation. Chemical, metallurgical, light, 
machine-building, power and building materials indus- 
tries have actively adopted clean production, speeded up 
technical transformation and firmly eliminated a large 
group of equipment and products that caused heavy pol- 
lution and consumed large amount of energy and mate- 
rials. Consequently, industrial production has increased 
for several years running, the discharge of pollutants 
has declined steadily and the economic returns of enter- 
prises have gone up year by year. The Jilin Chemical 
Industrial Company is an old enterprise, but for many 
years it has relied on progress in science and technology 
to carry out technical transformation of its production 
equipment which used to Cause a serious waste of re- 
sources and produced heavy pollution. As a result, it has 
fundamentally eliminated the pollution caused by var- 
ious chemicals. Second, in combination with the com- 
prehensive improvement of the urban environment and 
regional reconstruction, a number of enterprises which 
caused heavy pollution have been closed down, moved 
away or otherwise put under control, thus alleviating the 
trend of pollution in some regions. The Beijing Munici- 
pal Government closed down the heavily polluting south 
section of the Special Steel Factory of the Capital Iron 
and Steel Company, eliminating a large pollution source 
in the city proper. Shanghai has strengthen~d the pre- 
vention and control of pollution in the upper reaches of 
the Surbou and Huangpu rivers and in major urban dis- 
tricts, so that pollution in some of the distr’ den 
brought under control. Third, the dynam ietting 
deadlines for eliminating pollution have dee... ein forced. 
Since 1978 the Chinese government has announced two 
groups of scheduled pollution-control projects, totaling 
367, and local governments have designated 220,000 
pollution-control projects, which have basically been 
completed. Fourth. the prevention and control of pol- 
lution is developing toward regional and river valley 
comprehensive improvement. Since the late 1980s, the 
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Chinese government has taken measures io comprely:n- 
sively alleviate air pollution in Benxi and Baotou Cities, 
and water pollution in the Baiyangdian Lake and Huaihe 
River drainage basins. In 1995, the Chinese government 

the “Provisional Regulations on the Pre- 
venation and Control of Water Pollution in the Huaihe 
River Drainage Area,” and the work is being actively 
carried out in accordance with the plan. 


Fifth, efforts have been stepped up to save energy and 
reduce consumption. The capability to treat waste gas, 
water and industrial residues (“three wastes") has been 
enhanced and the comprehensive utilization rate of these 
materials has been increased. During the Eighth Five- 
Year Plan period (1991-1995) energy consumption for 
every ten thousand yuan worth of the gross domestic 
product (GDP) decreased from 5.3 tons of the standard 
coal in 1990 to 3.94 tons in 1995, saving a grand total 
of 358 million tons of the standard coal, or an annual 
average conservation rate of 5.8 percent. In 1995 the 
waste water treatment rate of the industrial enterprises 
at and above the county level all over the country 
reached 76.8 percent; the smog and dust removal 
rate of waste gas from burning fuel, 88.2 percent; 
waste gas purification rate from production processes. 
68.9 percent; and the comprehensive utilization rate o. 
industrial solid waste, 43 percent. Output value attained 
through the comprehensive utilization of the industrial 
“three wastes” came to 19 billion yuan. Starting in 1983, 
Li Shuangliang, a retired worker of the Taiyuan Iron 
and Steel Company, and 20 other retired workers spent 
10 years removing a huge slag heap, thus eliminating a 
serious, long-standing pollution source of the Taiyuan 
Iron and Steel Company. The slag was utilized in a 
comprehensive way, with 900,000 tcas of waste iron 
and steel worth 160 million yuan recovered. 


China is a country with coal as its primary source of 
energy. Seventy percent of the smog and dust in the air 
and 90 percent of the sulfur dioxide emission come from 
coal burning. As a result, the cities with concentrated 
industries and population suffer from serious air pollu- 
tion. Acid rain has occurred, and the situation has gone 
from bad to worse in some regions and cities. The Chi- 
nese government has adopted some measures, such as 
developing clean coal technology and clean · combustion 
technology, and collecting sulfur dioxide emission fees, 
to control acid rain. A long-term study by Chinese ex- 
perts on the issue of acid rain proves that the precur- 
sors of acid rain generated from the cmission source 
in Chinese mainland are mainly spread within Chinese 
territory, mainly in the a vas south of the Chang Jiang 
River, in regions east of the Qinghai-Tibet Plateau, and 
in the Sichuan Basin. 
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Like other developing countries, China's per cupita

The Chinese government has always considered the 
Cities as key points in environmental protection work. 
In the past 10-odd years China has speeded up urban- 
ization. In 1980 the urban population in China totaled 
191.4 million, a figure which rose to 351.71 million in 
1995. In 1980 China had 223 administratively desig- 
nated cities, which went up to 640 in 1995. The urban- 
ization level increased from 19.39 percent in 1980 to 
28.85 percent in 1995. Just like other countries, ihe is- 
sue of environmental pollution has also appeared in the 
course of China's urbanization. Therefore the Chinese 
government has adopted effective measures to control 
environmental pollution and done its best to improve 
the quality of the urban environment. 


— Drawing up overall city plans and readjusting 
layout of urban functions. By the end of 1995 
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and improving the city’s ecological environment, and 
har ds. In light of the requirements of the overall 
planning, many cities, while transforming the old areas 
and developing new ones, have, in accordance with the 
City’s function zoning, readjusted the industrial layout, 
strengthened the prevention and control of industrial 
pollution, changed the situation in which factories 
and residents share the same areas, controlled urban 
environmental pollution caused by production and in 
peopie’s daily Ives. and constructed a large number of 
residential quarters with reasonable layout and complete 
social services. In addition, China has designated 52 
kev “nvironmental protection cities, an 11 99 leading 
national-level historical and cultural cities under special 
protection. 

— Strengthening the construction of infrastructure and 
improving the capability to prevent and control pollu- 
tion. At present, 68.4 percent of urban residents in China 
use gas for cooking and heating: the centralized disposal 
rate of urban sewage is 20 percent; the innocuity [as re- 
ceived] rate of urban garbage and fecal disposal is 45.4 
percent; and the afforestation rate is 23.8 percent. In 
1994 Beijing invested 15.13 bill on yuan in the construc- 
tion of urban infrastructure, of which over five billion 
yuan was used to construct environmental improvement 
facilities. It built the Gaobeidian sewage treatment plant, 
with a daily handling capacity of 590,000 tons, and the 
large-scale Datun garbage transfer station and Ahsuwei 
garbage landfill, thus having greatly improved Beijing's 
overall environment. 


Carrying, out comprehensive improvement of the urban 
environment and improving the quality of the urban en- 
vironment. Since 1989 the Chinese government has car- 
ried out the quantitative examination system of the ur- 
ban environment comprehensive improvement through- 
out the country. The state and the provincial govern- 
ments have carried out such examinations in 37 key 
Cities and other 330-plus cities. The implementation of 
this system has enhanced the sense of responsibility of 
leaders at all levels tor urban environmental protection, 
and such examinations have been included in the gov- 
ernments’ work agendas. Hence a management system 
and operation mechanism have taken an initial shape 
for the comprehensive improvement of the urban en- 
vironment under the unified leadership of mayors with 
various relevant departments bearing their respective re- 
sponsibilities and the people actively participating in 
it. All cities in China have increased their investment 
in environmental improvement and speeded up relevant 
construction. Marked results have been achieved. By 
1995 China had constructed 11.353 sq km of smog-and- 
dust control zones, and 1.800 sq km of up-to-standard 
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noise · conti ol zones, and increased public lawns by 490 
million squase meters. A large number of urban waiscr- 
ways, such as the River in Hangzhou, the 
Funan River in Chengdu, the Haihe River in Tianjin, the 
Suzhou River in Shanghai, the Qinhuai River in Nanjing 
and the Haohe River in Nantong, have been cleaned up 
on a large scale. Hence, the urban water environment 
has been improved. 

Thanks to comprehensive urban environmental im- 
provement and ecological construction, Benxi City in 
Liaoning Province has cleared up 21 “smog dragons,” 
17 polluting wastewater sources and two “mountains” 
of industrial residue which were notorious sources of 
pollution. It has also constructed a round-the-city forest 
park with an area of 220 sq km. Consequently, Benxi, 
which used to be known as one of “the cities on earth 
which could not be seen from a satellite” because of air 
pollution, has made a remarkable improvement in its 
environment.

and how well mineral resources can satisfy the demands 
of the national economy. It has also completed the Major 
Issues on the Development of National Tamitorial Re- 
sources and Environmental Control Dvring 1996-2010 
and other research reports on special subjects. The gov- 
ernment has laid down the overall framework of op- 
timizing the development and control of territorial re- 
sources, the regional development strategy and distribu- 
tion of territorial resources exploitation, as well as the 
targets and measures of territorial control and environ- 
meatal protection. 


Notable successes have been attained in the harnessing 
of main rivers and lakes. Since the foundation of New 
China in 1949 the Chinese government has taken com- 
prehensive exploitation and control of major rivers and 
lakes, with emphasis on the prevention and control of 
flood and waterlogging, as an important task of water 
conservancy construction. During the Eighth Five-Year 
Pian period, on the middle and lower reaches of the 
Chang Jiang River, the lower reaches of the Yellow 
River, and on the Huaihe, Haihe, Songhua and Liaohe 
rivers and Lake Taihu, the main dikes were height- 
ened and reinforced, waterways were cleaned up, and 
flood diversion projects were built. The construction of 
a group of key projects for water control and other uses 
were completed or started. To compensate for lack of 
water resources in northern areas, the Chinese govern- 
ment vigorously promoted the planning and construction 
of water-diversion projects between different drainage 
basins. In November 1995 it sponsored an overall fea- 
sibility study of the middle, eastern and western lines 
projects for diverting water from south to north. 


The Three Gorges Project is a gigantic, trans-ceatury 
project for harnessing and developing the Chang Jiang 
River. When it is completed, floods on the upper 
reaches will be effectively controlled and areas on the 
middie and lower reaches will be able to improve their 
anti-flood capability, thus lessening the harmful effects 
on the ecological environment. Hydroelectricity, which 
will be the energy discharged by the project, causes 
much less pollution than coal-burning power plants. 
The government has organized experts to work out the 
Report on the Impact of the Three Gorges Project on the 
Ecology and Eavironment, and Countermeasures, and 
has approved the Environmental impact Statement of 
the Three Gorges Project. The government will adopt 
a sequence of measures to minimize the unfavorable 
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effects on the ecology and the environment that could 
be caused by the Three Gorges Project. 


Land preservation, exploitation and control have been 
promoted on a full scale. In order to put cultivated land 
under proper protection, basic farmland preservation ar- 
eas have been delimited all over the country, in accor- 
dance with the Regulations on the Protection of Basic 
Farmland. By the end of 1995, 2,100 units at the county 
level had finished the work, with well over 70 percent of 
farmiand put under effectual protection. Planned man- 
agement of the land to be used for construction has 
been strengthened, putting the total area and makeup 
of such land under proper control. Random occupation 
of farmland has been curbed to some extent. In 1995, 
farmiand used for construction was 20.8 percent less 
than the previous year. In recent years, the government 
has formulated the Key Points of National Planning for 
Desertication Control During 1991-2000 to speed up 
the desertification prevention and control project. It is 
planned that 6.667 million hectares of desertified land 
will be treated over 10 years. The development of 20 
key counties, nine experimental areas and 22 demonstra- 
tion bases of the national desertification prevention and 
control project has been brought into line with the devel- 
opment plan of the national economy. During the Eighth 
Five-Year Plan period 3.759 million hectares of deserti- 
fied land were tackled in a comprehensive way. The Chi- 
nese government also devotes much attertion to water 
and soil conservation. It has effectively prevented soil 
erosion and improved the ecological environment and 
agricultural conditions. At present, 25 key soil erosion 
control areas have been established at the national level. 
Water and soil conservation projects are carried out in 
seven big river valleys. In more than 10,000 small river 
valleys with serious soil erosion, problems concerning 
mountains, rivers, farmland and forests are tackled in a 
comprehensive way. Soil erosion has been checked in 
a total area of 67 million hectares, and a great number 
of water and soil conservation projects have been com- 
pleted, making eroded soil decrease by 1.1 billion tons 
every year and water conservation Capacity increase by 
18 billion cubic meters. In the comprehensive soi! ero- 
sion control area in the Loess Plateau, a total of 15 mil- 
tion hectares of land have been treated — 30 percent 
of the soil erosion area — with over 300 million tons 
less silt flowing into the Yellow River every year. Since 
the publication of the Regulations on Land Reclamation, 
most of the provinces and cities have worked out proce- 
dures for implementation of these regulations and some 
dozen provinces and autonomous regions have put into 
effect procedures for raising funds for land reclamation 
and for the use and administration of these funds. As a 
result, remarkable progress has been made in the coun- 
try’s reclamation of discarded land. From 1987 to 1995 
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a total of about 3.5 million hectares of land were re- 
claimed, among which 600,000 hectares had been waste 
land. In 1989 the experimental work of land reclamation 
was Cafried out in major mineral-producing provinces. 
In 1995 construction of three national-level reclamation 
demonstration zones was started in sunken areas of coal- 
fields, while the national reclamation technical standards 
were stipulated. Tongshan County in Jiangsu Province 
invested 56 million yuan to reclaim 6,600 hectares of 
land, basically balancing land reclamation with land use. 


— The ability to combat natural disasters has been im- 
proved. The Chinese people have accumulated abundant 
experience in their protracted struggles against natu- 
ral disasters, in which they laid down principles like 
“putting prevention first and combining prevention and 
control,” and combining prevention and rescue. A 
working system has been primarily established to avert 
all kinds of natural disasters, and a contingent of expe- 
rienced scientists and researchers of various disciplines 
has been organized and monitoring stations and net- 
works for main natural disasters have taken initial shape. 


China has traditionally been an agricultural country. In 
developing agricultural production, the government at- 
taches great importance to rural environmental protec- 
tion. 


— Achievements have been made in eco-agriculture. 
The government has taken the development of eco- 
agriculture as an important means to realize the coordi- 
nated development of the environment and the economy. 
At present, the 50 eco-agricultural experimental counties 
designated by the state are playing positive and exem- 
plary roles in the country, spurring development of eco- 
agriculture in 10 prefectures and over 100 counties. Ac- 
cording to statistics, the total output of grain of the ex- 
perimental counties has increased by 15 percent, output 
per mu by upwards of 10 percent, and the income per 
Capita is 12 percent higher than the average level of the 
surrounding areas. The practice of eco-agriculture has 
brought about striking improvements in the agricultural 
ecological environment — barren hills greened, forest 
acreage greatly raised, soil erosion controlled to some 
extent, organic matter content of the soil increased, and 
the ability of the agricultural ecological system to ward 
off natural disasters improved. In the meantime, in order 
to promote regional sustainable development, construc- 
uon of some 100 ecological demonstration areas, mainly 
at the county level, has been started in an all-round way. 


— Further development of rural energy construction. 
Energy construction in rural areas is an important mea- 
sure for protecting and improving the rural ecological 
environment. In 1991 comprehensive energy construc- 
tion in rural areas was started in 100 counties. As a re- 
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sult, the country was capable of increasing 10.8 million 
tons of standard coal and saving 11.37 million tons an- 
re yas 4 — pany or edb 
and geothermal energy sources and small hydropower 
stations began to develop and were popularized in rural 
aseas throughout the country. In this way, a total of 80 
million tons of standard coal can be saved and produced 
every year. Methane-generating pits for agricultural use 
were dug to benefit 5.69 million households and fuel- 
saving stoves were in use in 170 million households. 


— Pollution prevention and control in township enter- 
prises have been strengthened. Township enterprises are 
a strong mainstay of the Chinese rural economy and 
an important sector of the national economy. Because 
of their rapid development, the environmental problems 
they caused attracted the serious attention of the Chinese 
government and people. In the past decade, environmen- 
tal management and pollution prevention and control 
in township enterprises have made some progress. In 
areas along the eastern coast, the technical and equip- 
ment levels of township enterprises have been gradually 
raised. Centralized pollution control has been carried 
out, along with construction of small towns, township 
enterprises zones and economic development zones. All 
these steps have seen certain outcomes. Zhangjiagang 
City in Jiangsu Province is spurring its economy to de- 
velop rapidly while paying due attention to prevention 
of environmental pollution by township enterprises. It 
has thus realized a coordinated development of both the 
environment and the economy. Township enterprises in 
the central and western areas have been actively guided, 
aided and supervised io prevent environmental pollution 
spreading. It should be pointed out that environmental 
protection in township enterprises is still an arduous 
task, and that the government will keep guiding them to 
develop in a healthy way, preventing and alleviating en- 
vironmental pollution through reinforced environmental 
management. 


— Development of grecn and organic foods is wel- 
comed. In order to meet the people's increasing de- 
mands for high-quality food, and to provect agricultural 
natural resources and the ecological environment. rel- 
evant departments began in 1990 to develop "green 
food,” t «uring pollution-free, safe, high-quality and 
nutritious contents. By the end of 1995 a total of 568 
sorts of green food had beer developed, with many de- 
coming well-known . Since the start of the de- 
velopment of green food, 1.13 million hectares of land 
have been well protected. In 1993 a government depart- 
ment published the Procedures on the Administration 
of Organic (Natural) Food Labelling. Organic (natural) 
food unpolluted by chemical fertilizers and farm chem- 
icals has now appeared in China. 
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V. Protection of the Ecological Environment and 
Biodiversity 


The Chinese government regards ecological environ- 
meatal protection as the focal point of its environmental 
protection work. Through protracted efforts the country 
has made outstanding achievements in the protection 
and nurturing of the ecological environment. 


— Achievements have been made in afforestation. Since 
the 1950s the Chinese government has organizeo darge- 
scale tree planting activities and stepped up cfiorts 
for the fostering, protection and management of forest 
resources and consequently has made great progress in 
rational utilization of forest resources. Since the reform 
and opening up the afforestation has been quickened, 
with the quantity increased annually and the quality 
improved continuously, thus basically eliminating the 
deficit in forest reserves which had existed for a 
long period, while the growth of forests has begun to 
exceed consumption. As a result, the era of increase 
both in forest acreage and reserve has dawned on 
the country. Currently, China's forest area totals 134 
million hectares, bringing the country’s forest coverage 
up to 13.92 percent. Artificial afforestation covers 33.79 
million hectares. Volunteers have contributed a total 
of 4.4 billion person-times to planting 23 billion trees. 
Once- barren mountains suitable for tree planting in 12 
provinces and autonomous regions are now clothed with 
greenery. 


The government has paid special attention to the con- 
struction of forest ecological projects. Since 1978 China 
has established 10 forest ecological projects, with a 
scheduled afforestation area of 120 million hectares — 
aimed mainly at protecting and improving the natu- 
ral eco-environment and realizing the sustainable use 
of natural resources. These projects are: the “three 
norths” shelterbelts (the western area of Northeast, and 
the northern parts of North and Northwest China), the 
shelterbelts along the upper and middle reaches of the 
Yangtze River, the coastal shelterbelts, the plain farm- 
land shelterbelts, the Taihang Mountains afforestation 
project, the anti-desertification project, the shelterbelts 
for comprehensive control in the Huaihe River and 
Taihu Lake basins, the shelterbelts for comprehensive 
control in the Pearl River basin, the shelterbelts for 
comprehensive control in the Liaohe River basin, and 
the shelterbelts along the middle reaches of the Yellow 
River. Currently, the “three norths” shelterbelts project 
has finished its first and second phases, resulting in a 
newly afforested area of 18.51 million hectares and in- 
Creasing the forest coverage from 5.05 to 8.2 percent. 
This project has turned more than 40. 000 sq [square] km 
of barren land into green one and more than 1.3 million 
hectares of desert land into farmland, pastures and or- 
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chards. Twelve percent of the total desertified land has 
been worked on, and 10 percent of it has been brought 
under control. more than 11 million hectares of farmland 
has been protected by forest networks, while 8.93 mil- 
lion hectares of grasslan i have been restored, resulting 
in a 20-odd percent increase in grass output. The agri- 
cultural eco-environment in one third of the counties 
covered by the “three norths” project has entered a be- 
middle reaches of the Yangtze River has yielded a total 
of more than 5.46 million hectares of newly planted for- 
est in seven years. A grand total of 1.6 million hectares 
of forest has appeared since coastal shelterbelts project 
was launched in an all-round way in 1991, which basi- 
cally covers the 18,000-kilometer-long coastline. A total 
of 769 counties and cities covered by the plain farm- 
land shelterbelts have reached their tree-planting goals, 
accounting for 84 percent of the total 918 counties and 
Cities in the plain areas. The Taihang Mouniains af- 
forestation project has already produced a total of 1.02 
million hectares of afforested area since it was launched 
in 1994. The above large-scale eco-system construction 
projects have gradually improved the eco-environment 
in a considerable number of areas. 


— Grassland construction has made initial progress. The 
protection and management of grassland resources is 
reinforced by at all levels in line with 
the Grassland Law, and activities such as unautho- 
rized reclamation, excessive digging and overgrazing 
are forbidden. With the combined efforts of the state, 
the collective and individuals, grassland construction 


ration have been strengthened. According to statistics, 
the total area of artificially sown grass and improved 
meadows has reached 11.757 million hectares, and that 
of fenced meadows, 8.333 million hectares. The 49 
key comprehensive demonstration projects for grassland 
stockbreeding constructed by the state have made great 
achievements. By the end of 1994 a total of 5.638 mil- 
lion hectares of artificially sown grass had been com- 
pleted, which has blazed a new trail for developing ani- 
mal husbandry and ecological environmental protection 
in the areas with arid and desertified land and those with 
serious soil erosion. 


— Marine environmental protection has been strength- 
ened. Marine environmental protection is a major com- 
ponent of Chinas environmental protection efforts, as 
the country has a vast maritime territory. A series of 
laws and regulations concerning marine environmental 
protection has been published, and a nationwide ma- 
rine environment monitoring network has been set up. 
Coastal waters have been divided up into zones for ad- 
ministration and effective environmental management 
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is practiced for offshore construction projects, offshore 
petroleum exploitation and wastes disposal so that ma- 
rine pollution and resources destruction are taken well in 
hand, and efforts have been made to prevent “red tide” 
and protect offshore fishery resources. By the end of 
1995 14 national-level marine nature reserves had been 
set up. The water quality in most of China's maritime 
zones and the surrounding ecological environment have 
been basically kept in good condition. 


The Chinese government has for a long time made un- 
remitting efforts for biodiversity conservation, formu- 
lating the China Program for Nature Conservation and 
China's Action Plan for the Conservation of Biodiver- 
sity, containing the policy, strategy and key fields and 
priority projects for biodiversity conservation. 

China has adopted the on-site conservation and off-site 
preservation methods to protect biodiversity. Currently, 
there are 612 national-level rare and endangered species 
of flora and fauna listed as key protection species, 
including 258 species of wild animals and 354 species 
of plants. Artificial reproduction has been successfully 
implemented for more than 60 species of rare and 
endangered wild animals, and through propagation, such 
species as David's deer, wild horse and saiga tatarica 
have been re-introduced. 


Establishing nature reserves is the most effective 
method for the on-site conservation of wild plants 
and animals. By the end of 1995 799 nature reserves 
of rather diversified types, covering a total area of 
71.85 million hectares (or 7.19 percent of China's 
territory) had been established in China. There are 
99 national- level reserves, of which ten — Jilin’s 
Changbai Mountains, Sichuan’s Wolong, Guizhou's 
Fanjing Mountains, Hubei’s Shennongjia, Fujian's 
Wuyi Mountains, Xinjiang’s Mi. Bogda, Guang- 
dong’s Dinghu Mountains, Inner Mongolia's Xilingol, 
Jiangsu’s Yancheng and Vunnan's Xishuangbanna — 
have been listed in the International Network of Men 
and Biosphere Reserves. Another six nature reserves 
— Zhalong in Heilongjiang, Xianghai in Jilin, Boyang 
Lake in Jiangxi, East Dongting Lake in Hunan, Bird 
Island in Qinghai and Dongzhai Harbor in Hainan — 
have been included in the list of the world’s important 
wetlands. At present, a total of 512 historic and scenic 
sites has been designated, of which 119 are at the 
national level, 256 at the provincial level and 137 at the 
City or county level, covering a total area of 9.6 million 
hectares. Forest parks total 710, of which 248 are at the 
national level. Scenic spots at Huangshan Mountain, 
Wulingyuan, Jiuzhaigou and Huanglong are listed as 
parts of the world natural and cultural heritage by the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization. The establishment of nature reserves 
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breeding 
method for off-site preservation of various species of 


Chinese sturgeon, white-flag dolphin, Manchurian tiger, 
crested ibis, Cathay silver fir, dovetree, Cycas revo- 
luta and camellia chrysantha tuyama. In addition, China 


and tiger bone are strictly prohibited by the government, 
and the illegal bunting of rare wild animals is severely 


The government has placed much stress on the preser- 
vation of the genetic materials from domestic animals 


quality and the water quality of major rivers and lakes 
is also higher than the national standard for the surface 
waters environmental quality. Forests and grasslands are 
under effective preservation. The forest area in Tibet 
totals 7.17 million hectares and the stumpage. 2.084 
billion cubic meters. The total grassland area amounis to 
82.07 million hectares, of which 70.77 million hectares 
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are usable. With an elevation of 4,700 meters, Namco 
Lake has become a natural habitat for rare water birds 
like swans, egrets and sand birds. 


Viewed from an overall situation, however, many prob- 
lems still exist — the shortage of the forest area, grass- 
land degradation, soil erosion, desertification and diffi- 
Culties in the protection of rare and endangered species 
of wild animals and plants. Thus, the further strength- 
ening of the preservation of the ecological environment 
and biodiversity remains an important task for the Chi- 
nese government to tackle. 


— VI. Eavironmental Science and Technology, and 
Eavironmental Publicity and Education 


Through adopting the strategy of "relying on science 
and education to rejuvenate the nation,” China has 
made initial achievements in actively accelerating the 
development of environmental science and technology: 
— The research spectrum of environmental science and 
technology has been steadily broadened. Research into 
environmental science and technology in China began in 
the 1970s. As an important part of scientific and techno- 
logical work, it has always won great attention from the 
State. For some major environmental research subjects 
the Chinese government has formulated corresponding 
research programs and plans for environmental protec- 
tion while organizing forces to tackle key scientific and 
technological problems. Besides, China has expanded 
its research into comprehensive prevention and con- 
trol of regional environm. . tal pollution, environmental 
background values and environmental capacity, pollu- 
tion control technology and global environmental prob- 
lems. As a result, the country has made substantial sci- 
entific and technological achievements in some research 
areas, such as the comprehensive prevention and con- 
trol of Beijing’s environmental pollution, the capacity 
of the atmospheric environment, the background value 
and environmental capacity of the nation’s major soils, 
acid deposition and its impact and control, the forecast- 
ing and monitoring of the influence of the changes in 
the global climate and corresponding countermeasures, 
the depollution of coal, and the control of air pollution. 
China has also developed research in such fields as re- 
gional environmental impact assessment, environmental 
management and environmental economy, environmen- 
tal monitoring technology and equipment, the protection 
of natural ecology, and the relationship between the en- 
vironment and people’s health. This provides scientific 
basis and technological support for environmental man- 
agement, the prevention and control of pollution, and 
ecological protection. 

— The numbers of research institutes and personnel en- 
gaged in environmental protection have been steadily in- 
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creased. By the end of 1995 some 390 scientific research 
bodies engaged in environ mental protection had been 
established nationwide, staffed by more than 20,000 re- 
search and managerial personnel. A comprehensive sci- 
entific research system composed of the Chinese Acad- 
emy of Sciences, competent departments of different 
trades, colleges and universities, and the environmental 
protection departments has been basically built up. 


— Work regarding the screening, evaluation and popu- 
larization of the optimum and practical technology for 
environmental protection has been organized. The pop- 
ularization of the optimum and practical technology is 
an important measure to expedite the transformation 
of environmental scientific and technological achieve- 
ments into the capability of actual pollution prevention 
and control. During the Eighth Five-Year Plan period, 
1,316 kinds of practical technology were recommended 
nationwide, and 438 of them were appraised as the op- 
timum items of practical technology. Among them, 385 
kinds have been put into use in 140,000 units, result- 
ing in reduced emission of the “three wastes" and good 
economic returns. 


— The development of the environmental protection in- 
dustry has been fostered. This newly emerging industry 
involves the development of technology, manufactur- 
ing of products, d lation of commodities, utilization 
of resources, provisi.: .. information, and undertak- 
ing of contracted projects. China gives priority to the 

of the environmental protection industry, 
with the guidelines of “actively fostering, adjusting the 
structure, relying on science and technology, improving 
quality, orienting to the market and providing excellent 
services.” Preferential policies are given to investment, 
prices, taxes, eic., to encourage the development of the 
environmental protection industry. A general survey of 
the nation’s environmental protection industry, the re- 
sults of which were made public in May 1996, shows 
that there are 8,651 units engaged in the environmental 
protection industry, which is staffed by 1.882 million 
people and boasts 45.011 billion yuan worth of fixed 
assets, an annual output value of 31.148 billion yuan 
and 4.091 billion yuan in profits. 


— The development of environmental labels has entered 
the stage of implementation. In March 1993 China 
began to carry out a plan for environment labelling. By 
April 1996 the environmental label certification work 
had been developed in 11 categories of products, and 35 
kinds of products from 21 enterprises had been awarded 
environmental labels. As the environmentally-labelled 
products enter millions of households the environmental 
label will exert a growing influence in society. 
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The Chinese government regards it a strategic task to 
actively develop environmental publicity and education 
and to raise the nation’s consciousness about the impor- 
tance of environmental protection. 


— China strives to popularize environmental protection 
knowledge among the people and raise their conscious- 
ness about environmental protection and gradually to 
Cultivate fine environmental ethics and codes of con- 
duct. As early as in the 1970s, popular science textbooks 
on environmental protection were compiled or trans- 
lated into Chinese to widely introduce environmental 
protection knowledge and enlighten the people on such 
knowledge. Since the 1980s large-scale publicity activ- 
ities have been organized all over the country every 
year on World Environment Day, Tree Planting Day, 
Love the Birds Week, etc. In recent years the Chinese 
media has been further promoting publicity and reports 
on environmental protection. Virtually all newspapers, 
radio and TV stations frequently offer environmental 
protection programs, and, in particular, the media pays 
special attention to severely polluted areas and units. 
Since 1993 the media’s China Trans-century Environ- 
mental Protection Inspection Campaign,” centered on 
news about environmental law enforcement, has aroused 
a nationwide response and accelerated the solution to a 
number of major environmental problems. Meanwhile, 
the various provinces and cities have also developed 
such activities. In the past three years, 1,500 journalists 
from 750 news units have participated in these activ- 
ities, engendering more than 10,000 news articles. Of 
these, television news items alone accounted for 1,600. 


In 1983 China established the first national-level pro- 
fessional newspaper on environmental protection in the 
world — the CHINA ENVIRONMENT NEWS, with 
an annual circulation of nearly 300,000 copies. In 1980 
the China Environmental Science Press was established. 
By 1995 it had published over five million copies of 
books of 860 titles on the environment. Since 1990 the 
China Environment Yearbook has been published, and 
its English version also published since 1994. Besides, 
there are more than 30 local environmental newspapers 
and several hundred professional periodicals. 


The Chinese government encourages the whole of so- 
Ciety to participate in environmental publicity and ed- 
ucation activities. In recent years the environmental 
protection departments, educational departments, cul- 
tural departments, news units, organizations for women 
and youth, scientific associations and academic societies 
have all developed their own environmental publicity 
and educational activities, highlighted by the following 
aspects: 
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University, the People’s University of China, Beijing 
Normal University, Nanjing University, Tongji Univer- 
sity and Wuhan University, all have departments of or 
majors in environmental studies, with a total of 206 


eral posidoctorate positions. Furthermore, more than 40 


These skill- enhanced trainees are playing an important 
role in promoting the nation’s environmental protection 
work. Moreover, proceeding from the actual needs, var- 
ious types of environmental training classes and sym- 
posiums have been held by various localities and de- 
partments concerned. Statistics show that over the past 
decade, more than 10,000 training classes have been 
held and attended by over 400,000 persons. 


— Basic environmental education has cultivated and 
enhanced young people’s environmental consciousness. 
In recent years, environmental education has been of- 
fered in high schools, primary schools and kindergartens 
throughout the country to cultivate the children’s loving- 
the-nature quality and sense of responsibility for envi- 
ronmental protection. 


China is a populous country with underdeveloped ed- 
ucation and the nation’s consciousness about the envi- 
tonment remains to de further enhanced. Therefore, it 
will be a long-term, arduous task to do well in environ- 
mental publicity and education in China. 
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— VII. Taking Vigorous Action to Promote 
International Cooperation in Environmental 
Protection 


China cor sistently holds that economic development 
should be coordinated with environmental protection; 
protection of the environment is a common task for 
mankind, but the economically developed countries 
should take more responsibility in this respect. It 
always maintains that the strengthening of international 
cooperation should be based on respecting national 
sovereignty, the protection of the environment and the 
spurring of development can not be done without peace 
and stability in the world, and both practical interests 
of various countries and long-term interests of the 
world should be considered in handling environmental 


problems. 


While a series of measures for solving its own environ- 
mental problems are being taken China has participated, 
actively and in a practical manner, in international coop- 
eration in the environmental protection field and made 
sustained efforts to promote global environmental pro- 
tection as a common task of mankind. 


China supports and actively participates in the en- 
vironmental activities launched by the UN organiza- 
tions. China has been a member state of the successive 
UN Environment Program (UNEP) Governing Coun- 
cil and fruitful cooperation has been carried out be- 
tween China and the UNEP. In 1979 China joined the 
UNEP’s Global Environment Monitoring System,” In- 
ternational Registry of Potentially Toxic Chemicals” and 
"International Environmental Information System.” In 
1987 a head-office for research and training in inter- 
national desertification control was established by the 
UN EP in Lanzhou, capital of northwest China's Gansu 
Province. China has passed its experiences and tech- 
niques on controlling desertification and building eco- 
logical agriculture on to many countries through the 
UNEP. By 1996 a total of 18 units or persons in China 
had won the Global 500” title awarded by the UNEP. 
Good cooperative relationships have been forged be- 
tween China and the UN Development Program, ihe 
World Bank, the Asian Development Bank and other in- 
ternational organizations.

nizations, and has made contributions to environmental 


causes and the development of the Asian and Pacific 
regions through participating in the Northeast Asia en- 


Plan, and the Regional Coordinating Unit for the East 
Asian Seas Action Plan. 


China has actively developed bilateral cooperation in the 
field of environmental protection. Over the past ten-odd 
years China has successively signed bilateral environ- 
mental protection cooperation agreements and memo- 
randums of understanding with the United States, the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, Canada, India, 
the Republic of Korea, Japan, Mongolia, Russia, Ger- 
many, Australia, Ukraine, Finland, Norway, Denmark, 
and the Netherlands. Exchanges and cooperation have 
been carried out in environmental planning and man- 
agement, global environment problems, pollution con- 
trol and prevention, protection of forests and wild an- 
imals and plants, marine environment, climate change, 
air pollution, acid rain and sewage disposal and impor- 
tant achievements have been made in these respects. 
China has also taken part in the Global Learning and 
Observation to Benefit the Environment, as proposed 


of more than 40 leading specialists and well- known 
public figures from China and other countries, to be 
responsible for submitting proposals and advisory opin- 
ions to the Chinese government. The Council has put 
forward valuable concrete proposals on energy and the 
environment. biodiversity protection, ecological agricul- 
ture, resources accounting and the pricing system, public 
participation and the implementation of the environment 
laws and regulations, which have aroused the attention 
and response of the Chinese government. 


China took an active part in the preparations for and 
in attending the UN Conference on Environment and 
Development. It made great efforts for the smooth con- 
vening of the Conference. China has taken part in all 
the preparatory meetings of the Conference and played 
a constructive role in discussions and negotiations con- 
cerning international environment conventions. In June 
1991 the Ministerial Conference of Developing Coun- 
ties on Environment and Development, proposed by 
China and held in Beijing, was participated in by 41 
developing countries, and the Beijing Declaration pub- 
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lished by it set forth the principled stand of the devel- 
oping Countries on environment and development, mak- 
ing substantial contributions to the preparation of the 
UN Conference. In line with the requirements of the 
first meeting of the Preparatory Committee for the UN 
Conference on Environment and Development, China 
worked out the Report on the Environment and Devel- 
opment of the People’s Republic of China, which gave 
an overall exposition on the current situation of China's 
environment and development, put forward strategic 
measures for coordinated development of China's en- 
vironment and economy and set forth China's princi- 
pled stand on the problems of the global environment, 
which have received favorable comments from the in- 
ternational community. 


— In June 1992 Song Jian, state councilor and director 
of the Environmental Protection Commission of the 
State Council, led a Chinese government delegation to 
the UN Conference on Environment and Development. 
Chinese Premier Li Peng attended the summit meeting 
of the Conference and made an important speech 
proposing the strengthening of international cooperation 
in the field of environment and development, winning 
positive comments from the international community. 
On behalf of the Chinese government, Li Peng took 
the lead in signing the United Nations Framework 
Convention on Climate Change and the Convention on 
Biological Diversity, exerting a positive influence on the 
meeting. 


Since 1979 China has signed a series of international 
environmental conventions and agreements, including 
the Convention on Internativnal Trade in Endangered 
Species of Wild Fauna and IAora. International Conven- 
tion for the Regulation of Whaling, Vienna Convention 
for the Protection of the Ozone Layer, Basel Conven- 
tion on Control of Trans-Boundary Movements of Haz- 
ardous Wastes and Their Disposal, Montreal Protocol on 
Substances That Deplete the Ozone Layer (revised ver- 
sion), Framework Conventica on Climate Change, Con- 
vention on Biological Diversity, Convention on Com- 
bating Desertification, Convention on Wetlands of In- 
ternational Importance Especially as Waterfowl! Habitat, 
and 1972 London Convention. 


China always conscientiously carries out its responsi- 
bilities for international environmental conventions and 
agreements which it has signed, approved or joined. 
Under the guidance of China's Agenda 21, in or- 
der to conscientiously undertake its promised duties 
China has worked out some important documents and 
State programs or action plans, including the 21st Cen- 
tury Agenda on Environmental Protection, Action Plan 
for the Conservation of Biodiversity, Action Plan for 
Forestry in the 21st Century Agenda, and the 21st Cen- 
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rials as well as measures for controlling or banning the 
production and extensive use of substances which de- 
plete the ozone layer. In July 1994, with the support 
of the UN Development Program, the Chinese govern- 
ment successfully held in Beijing the High-level Inter- 
national Round-Table Conference on Agenda 21, which

In spite of this, the 
Chinese government clearly knows that waste of re- 
sources and environmental pollution in the country are 
quite serious because China is in the development stage 
of rapidly promoting industrialization and still prac- 
tices the extensive production and management meth- 
ods. Along with population increase and economic de- 
velopment, this problem will become more prominent. 
It is still a long-term and arduous task to solve the en- 
vironmental problems left over by history and control 
the environmental problems that appear in the process 
of development. 

In the process of the reform and opening up and 
the modernization drive, China will continue conscien- 
tiously to carry out the basic national policy on envi- 
ronmental protection and implement the sustainable de- 
velopment strategy. 

During the Ninth Five-Year Plan period (1996-2000) 
the Chinese government will put into effect a series of 
important environmental protection measures, including 
the China Trans-century Green Project, and realize the 
objectives of the struggle for environmental protection 
as put forward in the Ninth Five-Year Plan of the 
People’s Republic of China for National Economic and 
Social t and the Outline of the Long-Term 
Target for the Year 2010.

some provinces and departments on a trial basis in 1990. 
After amending the procedures (experimental) in ac-

[Zhu] At present, after basically concluding the work of 
screening and appraising its assets across the country, 
China has preliminarily ascertained the actual situation 
of its assets. The NASP will make special efforts to sys- 
tematize and standardize our work in basically manag- 
ing state assets. Consequently, as an important measure 
for fulfilling the "Regulations on Supervising and Man- 
aging State Enterprises’ Assets,” we specifically pro- 
posed to implement State Council Decree No. 192. We 
should earnestly and properly handle the following ma- 
jor tasks in the next two years: 


We should publish, as soon as possible, a number of 
general and specific complementary rules and regula- 
tions for the implementation of the "Procedures for Reg- 
istering and Managing the Ownership of Enterprises’ 
State Assets." We should properly register the own- 
ership of enterprises’ state assets after the enterprises 
have screened and appraised their assets. We should 
legally certify enterprises’ share of the state capital, 
rights, and interests; consolidate the accomplishments 
in the work of screening and appraising assets; for- 
mulate standard basic points for enterprises to main- 
tain and increase the value of their state assets; and 
standardize and include these data under the govern- 
ment’s jurisdiction for supervising and managing state 
property.

ship enterprise development started from a lower base, 
being mainly extensive development with lower eco- 
nomic efficiency. 4. A peasant income gap. In 1993, 
China's per capita peasant income was 921 yuan, in- 
cluding per capita net income of 1,380 yuan in eastern 
China, but only 786 yuan in central and 604 in west- 
ern China. China still has 80 million peasants who do 
not have enough food and clothing, with 592 poverty 
stricken counties, over 90 percent of which are concen- 
trated in our central and western regions. And of our 80 
million poverty stricken population, about 65 million 
are peasants living in western China. But a 1993 eval- 
uation by the State Statistics Bureau and the Ministry 
of Agriculture of the 100 most prosperous counties in 
China found that 91 were located in our eastern zone, 
while central China had nine and western China none.

Yet other comrades hold that our regional gap is mainly 
a rural one between eastern and western China. In re- 
cent years, coastal peasants have been growing ever 
more dependent on township enterprises for increased 
income, with 90 percent of the higher peasant income 
in some areas coming from township enterprises. But 
in many parts of central and western China, township 
enterprises have just started, being nonexistent in some 
places. That leaves peasants dependent mainly on the 
land for increased income. So the leadership at all lev- 
els in central and western China has now come to gen- 
erally recognize that developing township enterprises 
is essential not only to raise peasant income and pro- 
mote agricultural modernization, but also to shrink the 
east-west development gap.

Still others hold: Poor capital-input capability and low 
input-output efficiency is a key cause of our widening 
east-west gap. The three southwestern provinces of 
Yunnan, Guizhou, and Sichuan had a combined 1993 
fixed asset investment equal only to thai of Zhejiang 
Province, with their combined real use of foreign capital 
equal only to the foreign investment used by one large 
or medium city in our eastern coastal zone. As to 
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output efficiency, the data show that as to output value 
per 100 yuan of original fixed asset value, eastern 
China produces roughly two to three times that of 
western China while, as to profits and taxes, eastern 
China earns and pays roughly two to four times that 
of western China. Such low input-output means that 
investors (including the state) are forced to use their 
limited capital first in eastern coastal zones, leaving 
already short western capital no recourse but to also 
flow through various channels to zones of higher 
Capital efficiency. That leaves central and western China 
with a low capital input capability, with low input 
meaning naturally less output, for an ever widening gap.

III. The Major Existing Problems 


Gansu Provincial Party Committee Secretary Yan Hai- 
wong [7051 3189 2489) holds: 1. As to regional open- 
ing, the state has adjusted its policy on opening up to 
the outside world, having adjusted certain special pref- 
erential policies for special economic zones I[SEZ s] and 
coastal zones from its early reform and opening period, 
standardizing some, adjusting others, and eliminating 
yet others. Meanwhile, certain preferential policies for- 
merly drawn up by various provinces are now subor- 
dinate to centralized state policy. For instance, SEZ's 
used to collect 15 percent in income taxes, but now 
collect a centralized standard 33 percent income tax. 
The former preferential policy of tariff exemption pro- 
vided by the state for goods imported with loans from 
foreign governments and international financial institu- 
tions, including transfer loans and Bank of China for- 
eign exchange loans, was eliminated in 1996. So while 
these policy adjustments are nationally uniform, they 
undoubtedly make competition more difficult for we re- 
gions with weaker economic bases that started opening 
up later and are at a marked regional disadvantage. 2. As 
to opening fields, while the use of foreign capital did 
not used to be included in the state investment scale, 
Starting in 1996, foreign investment of all specifications 
is subject to planned control, with the former beyond- 
plan internationally-financed leasing, Chinese-secured 
outside borrowing by Sino- foreign joint ventures, nego- 
tiable bonds, medium-term notes, and fundraising from 
overseas funds, all now included in state foreign invest- 
ment plans and subject respectively to directive, scale- 
control, or guidance management. These changes have 
made it harder for provinces with investment demand 
that is high but of smaller scale to use foreign cap- 
ital and Chinese Government and international fin an- 
Cial institution loans. J. As to the international cli mate. 
changes in the world economy have brought certain ad- 
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verse factors to our opening. The tight monetary pol- 
icy pursued by the Western nations is keeping interna- 
tional capital interest rates high, which is adverse to our 
use of foreign investment. In particular, certain South- 
east Asian countries have instituted open policies, using 
preferential terms to attract capital and technology in 
competition with China. These changes in the interna- 
tional economy are posing stiffer challenges to us. 4. As 
to our own terms, our poor infrastructure terms remain 
a glaring problem limiting our opening to the outside 
world, with problems such as our backward air ship- 
ping and rail “bottlenecks” in particular still not having 
been essentially solved. In addition, our long transporta- 
tion lines and high costs are all impacting our opening 
to the outside world. 5. As to our national macroe- 
conomic order, the policy application of this strategic 
change in our coordinated regional economic develop- 
ment will take time. In particular, as state finances re- 
main tight, it will be impossible for the state to invest 
much money in western China in the short term. In 
addition, as the states macroeconomic policy is stan- 
dardized, with macroeconomic regulation and control 
tightened, the unified tax and interest rates in particu- 
lar will make it harder to devise fundraising, strategies.

Some comrades hold: While certain coastal zones in 
eastern China are approaching the level of moderately 
developed nations as to per capita national income, most 
of central and western China remains poverty stricken. 
with our 80 million particularly poverty-stricken popu- 
lation still not having even enough food and clothing. 
Our further widening gap between rich and poor, as 
well as the unchecked population mobility of [migra- 
tion from] many poor regions, is putting ever greater so- 
cial and economic pressures on eastern China. So many 
severe social and economic problems are now show- 
ing up steadily. (Footnote 13) (Song Yi [1345 3015),

Other comrades hold: Polarization is not socialism. As 
our now steadily widening development gap violates 
the principle of all getting wealthy together, it is 
incompatible with the essence of socialism. With the 
widening development gap among eastern, central, and 
western China having become one of our burning issues, 
central and western China are paying particular attention 
to what policy the center will adopt. And with the 
excessive and steadily growing income distribution gap 
already having a marked impact on the living standards 
of our various regions, party and government leaders in 
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central and western China are subject io ever greater 
pressures, hoping that the Party Central Committee and 
State Council will pay particular attention to them, 
taking specific steps to ease the resulting discontent.

And yet others hold: As western China's economic op- 
erations remain characterized mainly by a nonmarke- 
tized system of microeconomic production organization 
coexisting with marketized macroeconomic exchange 
with the outside, we can hardly expect western China 
to achieve the same results in converting to a market 
economy as eastern China has. As to western China's 
economic reform, its reform climate is qualitatively dif- 
ferent from that of eastern China, which can be seen as: 
1. Western China has a much different mission than 
does eastern China, having to make border stability, 
nationalities harmony, and stability and unity its es- 
sential system-reform prerequisites; 2. As its economic

ning of reform, in addition to its having far less devel- 
opable market space than the interior (central China]. 
while western China might be able to keep up with 
central China as to reform progress, it still will be un- 
able to achieve the same results; 3. Its reform options 
differ. As eastern China's economic reforms essentially 
all started in fields with the briskest market factors [es- 
sentials} such as township enterprises, SEZs, and the 
private economy, with state enterprises being upgraded 
last, there was a suitable transition period for govern- 
ment endurance of reform. But as western reform had 
no choice but to put the knife to the state economy 
right from the start, in light of its already particularly 
weak economic base, the western conversion to a mar- 
ket economy could hardly achieve an equal competitive 
standing.

IV. Solutions for Speeding Up Central and Western 
Regional Development To Shrink the Gap 


To speed up western China's resource development and 
economic growth, providing powerful support to long- 
term national economic development, the center needs 
to take forceful macroeconomic regulation and control 
steps, so that it can genuinely achieve its goal of shrink- 
ing our east-west regional gap. |. The state needs to give 
prominence in its Ninth Five-Year Pian and medium- 
and long-range planning for the year 2010 to solving our 
ever widening east-west gap, setting forth clear goals 
and taking powerful policy steps. 2. We need to draw 
on the successful experience of certain countries (such 
as Brazil) in solving the economic development prob- 
lems of underdeveloped regions, and that of China in

pursuing a regional economic development strategy for 
our coastal zone. 3. We need to draw up specific prefer- 
ential policies and related measures io increase support 
to western China's regional economic development. 4. 
We need to invest more in western infrastructure con- 
struction, with mostly state investment to build rail- 
ways, main highways, communications facilities, and 
large hydropower stations and thermal power plants, as 
well as formulating detailed plans and programs setting 
projects, times, and investments. 5. We need to actively 
support western China in opening up faster to the out- 
side world. Western China's resource advantage means 
that it should obviously take the economic development 
route of trading resources for capital. On the new terms 
of building a socialist market economy, an effective 
way for our developed eastern zone to support and help 
western China is to combine active state guidance with 
mutual supplementation of regional advantages, build- 
ing easi · west mutual aid on a foundation of reciprocity. 
So the many officials and the public in western China 
need to face up to the gap but not be willing to remain 
backward, rather freeing up their thinking and seizing 
opportunities to develop their advantages and accelerate 
their development.

Some comrades hold: Shrinking the gap of eastern 
with central and western China must not come al 
the cost of slowing the economic development pace 
of eastern China, with the essential solution being 
rather to persist in a strategy of coordinated regional 
economic development. Western China needs to depend 
mainly on self-reliance, relying on its own might, 
developing and clarifying its regional advantages, and 
intensifying its water conservancy and farmland capital 
construction to sharply develop its agriculture. Over 
60 percent of China's grasslands are in central and 
western China, which region aiso has very rich resources 
such as coal, nonferrous metels. silver, oil, and natural 
gas. Taking mineral resources for instance, Qinghai 
has discovered 119 kinds of minerals, with 48 of its 
verified mineral deposits ranking in the top 10 in China. 
So central and western China need to rely fully on 
these resource advantages, developing raw materials 
manufacturing industries faster, and striving to complete 
a number of large and medium projects such as salt 
and coal industrial chemicals and nonferrous metal 
manufacturing to change their state of simply exporting 
raw materials. As to the export of raw materials, 
we need to use regulation means such as taxation to 
reduce the profit loss due to the export of resource 
products, gradually strengthening western China's self- 
accumulation and development capability. In addition 
to their resource advantage, central and western China 
also have market and labor advantages. As central and 
western China have 89 percent of China s land area and 
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advantage treating it as a economic growth 


ried out during the Ninth Five-Year Plan. 2. We need to 
have policy equality, gradually shifting the policy slant 
from our coastal zone to central and western China so 
that, in areas such as key project selection, examination 
and approval, fundraising and capital financing, business 
solicitation and investment attraction, export earnings. 
and high-tech industry development, central and western 
China will enjoy the same policies as our coastal zone, 
to create more and better opportunities for faster central 
and western development. 3. We need to have slanted 
development. As limiting factors such as capital short- 
age leave generally less opportunity to exploit resource 
development, the state needs to achieve faster develop- 
ment through an industrial slant when drawing up its 
economic policy and making investment plans. 4. We 
need io support poverty relief.

With many enterprises now subject 
to ageing equipment, outdated products, heavy debt, and 
inadequate stamina, the state needs to act in line with 
these special conditions, drawing up special policies to 
give effective investment support for technological up- 
grading.

We 
need to set up in central and western China a num- 
ber of economic nucleus zones for priority state sup- 
port, as growth points for spurring regional economic 
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development; 4. We need to do a better job of adjusting 
and upgrading our third-line enterprises, promoting an 
economic takeoff for central and western China; 5.

PRC: Fujian Bans [Regal Sex identification of 
Unbora Babies

— China's Fujian Provincial People’s Congress has 
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adopted a new law which bans the identifying of the 
sex of unborn babies in the province. 


The law, the first local regulation of its kind in China, 
is aimed at keeping the balance in population structure, 
and maintaining a stable society. 


The regulations forbid the use of ultrasonic testing, 
chromosome detection and other medical means to 
illegally identify the sex of fetuses. 


Sex identification can only be conducted with the 
approval of mecical and public health institutions above 
City-level for examining hereditary diseases, according 
to the regulations. 

The law stipulates that the status or licenses of doctors 
who conduct illegal sex identification more than twice 
will be cancelled. 


Pregnant women who illegally abort a fetus after going 
through sex identification tests, will not be allowed to 
give birth to their first baby for five years, and they will 
not to be permitted to have another child, the law says. 


According to experts, the sex ratio of the newly-born 
population in Fujian Province has become imbalanced 
since 1980s. The normal sex ratio of baby girls and baby 
boys should be 100:103 (to 107). 


Statistics from the fourth nationwide census in 1990 
indicated that the ratio of baby girls and baby boys in 
Pujian Province was 100:118.7. 


And statistics produced by the Fujian Provincial Family 
Planning Committee in 1995 showed that the ratio of 
baby girls and baby boys was 100:115.4. 


The two numbers are apparently higher than normal 
levels, with analysts attributing the reason to the failure 
of reporting baby girls during the national census, and 
illegal abortions after identification of gender.

This 
industry was electric power, and the development of this 
industry in Inner Mongolia promises to be even more 
exciting during the Ninth Five-Year Plan. Hence, re- 
porters visited ethnic Mongolian electric power expert 
Wu Liji, deputy to the Eighth National People’s Con- 
gress and director of the Electric Power Bureau of the 
Inner Mongolia Autonomous Region. 


With the excitement of a worker extolling the products 
he has made or a farmer tasting the crops which he 
has planted and harvested, Wu Liji described for the 
reporters the development of electric power in the region 
during the past few years.

Plant accounted for a total of 1,766 MW with accom- 
panying support construction. 


As of the end of 1995, the capicity of power generating 
equipment installed in the autonomous region was 
over 5,000 MW and up to 9,860 MW. The capacity 
of the power grid managed by the Inner Mongolia 


MW, that of the Northeast Power Bureau is 1,779 MW, 
and of other industrial power plants 505 MW. 


During the Eighth Five-Year Plan, production enter- 
prises within the bureau paid a total of 1.62 billion yuan 
in taxes and realized protits of 1.241 billion yuan, rep- 
resenting increases of 195 percent and 211 percent, re- 
spectively, over the Seventh Five-Year Plan. Profits and 
taxes paid to the autonomous region totalled 1.948 bil- 
lion yuan, more than double that paid during the Seventh 
Five-Year Pian. In 1995, production enterprises realized 
gross sales receipts of 3.393 billion yuan, equivalent to 
the cumulative total for all of the five years of the Sev- 
ent Five-Year Plan. From 1992, the Inner Mongolia 
Autonomous Region Electric Power Management Bu 
reau was rated first in the country among its peers in 
economic efficiency for three years in a row. At the end 
of 1995, the value of fixed assets held was up to 11.5 
billion yuan, a value which had more than quadrupled 
since 1990. Five years of diversified operations had pro- 
duced 4.557 billion yuan in total income and realized 
profits and taxes of 309 million yuan, over six times 
greater than during the Seventh Five-Year Plan. 


After five years of arduous struggle. the goals of reach- 
ing “production from investment” and quadrupling pro- 
duction were met early and the goals of "95112" systems 
engineering were also implemented on schedule.

The percentage of banners and counties, towns and 
sumus, villages, and gachas in the entire autonomous 
region with electricity has reached 100 percent, 91.94 
percent and 87.02 percent, respectively. Five banners 
and counties have implemented rural electrification. 
Wind generators installed in the entire region are up 
to a capacity of 1,075 KW, 18 times greater than in 
1990, and second in the entire nation. The annual wind 
generated power is 24 times higher than in 1990.

Deputy Wu Liji says that the 
main reasons have been the support of the central gov- 
ernment, the correct leadership of the party committee 
and government of the autonomous region, focused co- 
Operation among the various relevant departments, and 
the joint efforts of all the employees of the entire bu- 
reau. In keeping with the experiences of the electric 
power industry, we instituted a series of measures to 
reform and strengthen management and took responsi- 
bility for the autonomous region to achieve “production 
from investment.” The enterprises implemented internal 
“three systems reforms and the reorganization of the 
company system to establish limited liability companies 
and joint stock companies, strengthen management, im- 
prove quality, carry out new standards of safety and 
Civilization, create new factories and new systems, de- 
crease personnel and increase efficiency, and implement 
widescale diversified operations, etc.

The 
government will provide our people with decent housing 
and roads; clean drinking water; clean air; decent 
schools, hospitals, and recreational facilities; a stable 
en vu ment: room for development; and credible public 
service.

It is simultaneously 
a midfielder, referee, cheericade?, and linesman. It has 
to invigorate private financial institutions and bring in 
foreign capital.

[Lien] The new determination should not only be re- 
flected in policies, but also in the personal arrangements. 
Therefore, in the past few days, I have been working 
on forming a cabinet. I basically hope to recruit depart- 
mental leaders who are hardworking and who are bold 
in assuming responsibilities. They should have planning 
capability; they should have the capability to enforce 
plans, so that our policies will be implemented one by 
one as scheduled. Of course, I am still working on the 
list of the entire cabinet. But it is my hope that the new 
force will bring its abilities into play and lead our coun- 
try into the 21st century. 


[Correspondent] I am a correspondent of Taiwan Tele- 
vision Company. In your speech you said now is an 
uncertain age. Reports in the past two months over the 
reshuffling of cabinet have also been marked by uncer- 
tainties, much to the annoyance of the general public. 
This has also caused concern to those in the Executive 
Yuan. Could you announce today the partial and con- 
firmed list of the members of the new cabinet? Could 
you tell us about the special characteristics of this list?

[Lien] I would like to, but I cannot do that. This is 
because the announcement has to go through certain 
procedures. But I think the announcement will de made 
very soon. It will be announced in full tomorrow at 
the Kuomintang Standing Committee's extraordinary 
session. In the course of recruiting talents, I find that 
our country indeed has a vast pool of talents, thanks 
to the long years of investment in education and in 
training and to the general public's attaching importance 
to education. We find ourselves in a situation that we 
have more talents than we want to make use of them. Of 
course, we want to work out steps and methods for the 
nurturing of talents, so that those with potential may be 
given proper job positions and gradually assume greater 
responsibilities according to their age, experience, and 
knowledge. This has been one of my convictions. In 
the course of personnel readjustment, | have maintained 
close contacts with the president. I also reported to 
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the president and solicited his suggestions over the 
personnel readjustment on many occasions.

What is the direction otf 
this idea? President Li also raised the idea of the Chi- 
nese helping the Chinese. We have also suggested ways 
to help the other side. But how can the other side help 
us in return? Thank you. 


[Lien] The basic reason for my advancing that idea 1s 
because the two sides of the strait got entangled in the 
political dispute over the so-called matter of the three- 
exchanges. The dispute is also one over sovereignty. 
I always feel that there exist many common interests 
between the two sides of the strait. We are now at a 
veiy critical moment. It is a question of whether we 
can seek common ground by setting aside differences. 
Seeking common ground means seeking economic, 
trade, scientific, technological, cultural, and educational 
cooperation. Stop splitting hairs over political dispute 
involving sovereignty. The more you split hairs over 
such a dispute, things get more entangled. Therefore, 
we concluded an air agreement with Macao not long 
ago. | must admit it was an act of convenience. We 
also advanced the offshore transshipment idea. We 
understand the mainland navigation circles are also very 
receptive to this idea. But I have a feeling that these are 
only minor matters. At the moment, the most important 
thing is how to build a so-called special zone through 
legislation. In that special zone, personnel, goods, and 
funds may move freely in and out of the special zone. 
This is a way to solve the dispute over sovereignty. No 
one can accept the idea of making the Republic of China 
a so- called local government of the mainland. This 1s 
my basic view. As to what good can derive from this. 
both sides of the strait can calculate the big economic 
benefits. Our trade with the mainland and our investment 
in the mainland testify to that. On the other hand, the 
mainland's ninth five-year plan, enterprises’ structural 
reform, and others require a lot of outside support.

As I understand it, many government's 
policies are moving forward, including the people in the 
Asia-Pacific region, including our [words indistinct], in- 
cluding our educational reform, and other infrastructural 
construction projects. In the Legislative Yuan, all have 
a consensus. So how should this state consolidate and 
reinforce this government so as to push forward this 
major policy? This is the basis on which we, including 
myself personally, will strive to achieve our goals in our 
future orientation.

But today we have not reached a stage of [words 
indistinct]. On the one hand, I will exercise democratic 
politics, political parties’ politics. On the other hand, 
we have an actual need to [words indistinct]. Apart 
from these two departments, government functionaries 
have made outstanding performances and achievements 
in political departments. This is the third point. The 
fourth point is, we hope (words indistinct).

You just 
mentioned that a principle for forming the new cabinet 
is [words indistinct].

[Lien] I myself am also very curious about this. But I 
do not know how to answer you, because I feel that, 
compared with other people, I have been in public post 
for a long time.

Thank you. 


Lien] Today, | meet everyone here in the capacity 
as the head of the Executive Yuan. President Li and 
I joined the ninth presidential elecuon, and we thank 
all the people very much for eiecting us. However, | 
must stress here that the vice president's responsibility 
is clearly defined in the Constitution and it has a very 
clear characteristic. So, I hope that, when discussing 
this issue, everyone should have some fundamental 
knowledge about the Constituuon. The characteristic of 
the vice president's responsibility is that he does not 
have any specific responsibility. He is completely a 
(passage indistinct). All his responsibility is assigned 
by the president, and such responsibility is usually 
temporary and on a case-by-case basis. [sentences 
indistinct} So I will do my very best to perform my 
duty. 


Huang] How are you, Mr. Premier. | am Huang Yu-wen 
of the China Broadcasting Corporation.

[Lien] The government that stressed great accomplish- 
ments was initiated during Mr. Chiang Ching-kuo's ad- 
ministration. The concept was for the government to 
play greater roles and shoulder more responsibilities. 
During those times, our national income per capita of 
only a few thousand NT [New Taiwan] dollars was very 
low. The concept of the government that stressed great 
accomplishments was conceived by Mr. Chen Kui-hua, 
director of the Personnel Administration Bureau at that 
time, and Mr. Fang Miao-tsai, my current secretary and 
my office chief. The concept was very popular. How- 
ever, to be more competitive nowadays, we need to mo- 
bilize all the people's resources, including the private 
sector, enterprises, and other social circles. We can no 
longer depend on the government in every aspect. The 
government can only perform a certain limited number 
of important tasks. Last year, | mentioned that the gov- 
ernment could only be a referee but not an operator; that 
the government should aim to enhance competition; and 
that the government's responsibilities should be clearly 
specified. The government's workings should be trans- 
parent and open. In other words, we cannot do every- 
thing. The government cannot simply increase budget 
and personnel.

You hardly mentioned foreign affairs in your 
remarks. You had been a foreign minister before. What 
are your comments if South Africa decides to adopt dual 
recognition [words indistinct]? You visited South Africa 
four times while holding a cabinet post in the past three 
years.

[Lien] Our tasks on foreign affairs and foreign policies 
are very specific. We are facing new opportunites 
now. (words indistinct} When commenting on relations 
between the Republic of China and South Africa, I must 
stress: President Mandela is a very [words indistinct] 
and outstanding political leader. President Mandela is 
a moral and courageous leader. Therefore, under his 
leadership, | believe the two countnes will constantly 
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strengthen their relations and develop close ties. The 
South African foreign minister will visit the Republic 
of China in the near future. South Africa will strengthen 
its relations with the Republic of China after its foreign 
minister witnesses the latter s achievements in various 
spheres during his upcoming visit.

We ardently hope that Hong 
Kong can maintain its current democratic system. | 
think Hong Kong's development will be promising only 
under a democratic system and in a big environment of 
freedom. This will contribute not only to Hong Kong 
and the mainland, and the Taiwan-Hong Kong relations, 
but also to the entire Asia-Pacific region. This is our 
ardent expectation. Also, on the basis of these principles, 
we are trying to promote the relations between Hong 
Kong and Taiwan. On the one hand, the Executive 
Yuan has drafted a regulation on Hong Kong-Taiwan 
relations to standardize our future (activities) with the 
Hong Kong-Macao region and with the compatriots 
there. I hope the process of legislation can be speedily 
completed.

He pointed out: The Hong Kong Special Administra- 
tive Region [HKSAR] needs to formulate its own laws 
governing some specific issues. For example, the HK- 
SAR shall legislate its own laws prohibiting any acts 
of treason, splitting the country, instigating rebellions, 
subverting the central peoples government, and steal- 
ing the state s secrets, prohibiting foreign political or- 
ganizations and social groups from conducting politi- 
cal activities in the HKSAR, and prohibiting political 
Organizations and social groups in the HKSAR from 
establishing contacts with their counterparts in foreign 
countries. The first article of the Basic Law stipulates 
very clearly that the HKSAR is an inalienable part of 
the People’s Republic of China. Therefore, we should 
see the freedom of press as a whole, encompassing two 


aspects. 


Zheng Guoxiong said: While accepting a foreign media 
interview on the freedom of press and not advocating the 
concept of two Chinas the other day, Lu Ping, director 
of the Hong Kong and Macao Affairs Office under the 
State Council, also elucidated relevant issues in line with 
this fundamental principle and spirit.

Patten again said nonsensically that “both the Basic 
Law and the Joint Declaration have guaranteed freedom 
of speech and freedom of assembly. No ifs or buts, 
no qualifications, no phrases in brackets, no footnotes. 
Absolute.” “The Chinese side should pledge that the 
freedom of speech currently enjoyed by the Hong Kong 
press will continue to be guaranteed after 1997." 


All freedom of speech and freedom of assembly are 
guaranteed by the law, but no law in any country pro- 
vides absolute freedom. While enjoying freedoms, cit- 
izens should also undertake responsibilities, because 
rights and responsibilities match each other. If you do 
not undertake responsibilities, you can hardly enjoy 
rights. Similarly, the Basic Law and the Joint Decla- 
ration guarantee all sorts of freedoms for Hong Kong 
compatriots and, at the same time, set out responsibili- 
ties for them. 


It is stipulated in Article I of Annex I of the Joint Dec- 
laration that the National People’s Congress of China 
shall enact and promulgate a Basic Law in accordance 
with the Constitution, stipulating that after the estab- 
lishment of the Hong Kong Special Administrative Re- 
gion [SAR] the socialist system and socialist policies 
shall not be practiced in the SAR and that Hong Kong's 
former capitalist system and lifestyle shall remain un- 
changed for 50 years. It is stipulated in Article Il that 
the laws previously in force in Hong Kong shall be 
maintained, save for any that contravene the Basic Law 
and subject to any amendment by the Hong Kong SAR 
legislature. 


After 1 July 1997, there will be an enormous change; 
i.e., the Chinese Government will resume the exercise 
of sovereignty over Hong Kong. This change is reflected 
in articles of the Basic Law. Regarding the Basic Law, 
Patten has adopted the method of cutting it apart and 
taking it out of context. He has only read Article 27, 
but ignored Article 23. The Basic Law is an integrated 
constitution. It has articles providing freedoms and 
others setting out duties and responsibilities.

“the Hong Kong SAR shall enact laws on its own to 
prohibit any act of reason, secession, sedition, subver- 
sion against the Central People’s Government, or theft 
of state secrets.” Therefore, Patten demonstrated total 
disregard of the law when he said that after 1997 free- 
dom is absolute, with no ifs and buts, no qualifications, 
no phrases in brackets, no footnotes. 


British law prohibits acts of treason, and the crime of 
treason includes betrayal of one’s country, the secession 
of territory, and subversion of the Queen's rule. As a 
supreme law for implementing “one country, two sys- 
tems,” the Basic Law should of course stipulate the op- 
eration of “one country, two systems“ and prohibit acts 
that endanger its operation. It will certainly endanger 
one country, two systems” if someone engages in "two 
Chinas.” Hong Kong is a SAR directly under the central 
people s government. It contravenes the Basic Law for 
anyone to advocate “two Chinas,” separate Hong Kong 
or other Chinese territories from China, oppose or re- 
sist the sovereignty of the central government, or set up 
another political entity, and it will eventually endanger 
peaceful coexistence between the two systems, breed 
confrontation, and damage the interests of the 6 mil- 
lion Hong Kong people. Article 23 of the Basic Law on 
restricting damage io state sovereignty and security is 
necessary for safeguarding one country, (wo systems.“ 


What is meant by “advocating” two Chinas? In the 
future the SAR will enact laws to distinguish between 
a crime and a non-crime. 


The Common Law gives clear defivitions as well as 
legal precedents for the crime of instigation [jiao suo 
mi 2403 0778 4997) and the crime of sedition (shan 
dong zui 3569 0520 4997]. If only Patten cares to 
look at Hong Kong court files, he will be able to 
see how many media and journalistic workers have 
been penalized by the government in an effort to 
maintain law and order and safeguard Britain's rule.

assembly is absolute,” Patten has, first and foremost, run 
counter to the history and present condition of British 
rule in Hong Kong.

Those 
guilty of “illegal gatherings” are liable to be sentenced. 
There are also laws restricting freedom of the media. 
kt is not allowed to instigate subversion of British rule. 
report in detail an ongoing case that may lead the public 
or judges to believe that a certain person is guilty, vilify 
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others, or publish salacious writing or pictures, nor is 
television allowed to broadcast cigarette advertisements 
or television series or scenes of extreme violence and 
obscenity. Can this be regarded as “absolute freedom"? 
Did not Patten talk nonsense and neglect his duty when 
he issued, without consulting the legal department, a 
statement that freedom is not subject to legal restrictions 
in Hong Kong? According to the “Letters Patent and 
“Royal Instructions,” the duty of a Hong Kong governor 
is to uphold Hong Kong's laws and order. Will the 
British Hong Kong Government also wash its hands 
of it if a situation should emerge in Hong Kong 
where the law is violated and Hong Kong's stability 
and order is undermined? To oppose “one country, 
two systems,” Patten has, regardless of anything, made 
remarks revealing his ignorance of the law. It can be said 
that he has indeed reached the stage of being blinded 
by self-interest. 


Patten should have conscientiously read the provisions 
in the Joint Declaration, such as “the laws currently in 
force in Hong Kong will remain basically unchanged,” 
“those laws that contravene the Basic Law will be null 
and void.“ and during the transition period the United 
Kingdom will be responsible for the administration 
of Hong Kong with the object of maintaining and 
preserving its economic prosperity and social stability.” 
As Hong Kong Governor, any acts of contravening hese 
articles and trampling upon the law on his part are rash 
(lu mang 7627 $462) and irresponsible.

Editorial: “Media Matters 


(PTS Transcribed Text for FBIS] Newspapers which 
run editorials about the press may be seen to be serving 
their own interests. But statements by the Director of 
the Hong Kong and Macao Affairs Office in the past 
week have made a major story of media freedom after 
July 1, 1997, and, in the process, pointed to important 
issues for the months ahead. 


The point which aroused most immediate interest in 
Director Lu Ping's television interview broadcast last 
Friday was his clear statement that media support for 
independence for Taiwan or Hong Kong would not be 
allowed. That was hardly a surprise given the strength 
of China's feelings about Taiwan and its own territorial 
integrity — and, as a matter of fact, no major media 


organisation here supports such independence. 


But Mr Lu's warning raised tw broader concerns: that 
reporting after the change of sovereignty would only 
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be allowed to cover views of which Beijing approved, 
and that these views would be the only expressions of 
Opinion permitted to appear. 

On Wednesday, Mr Lu told journalists in Tokyo that 
there would be no problem with objective reporting 
in Hong Kong, and that people here could criticise 
Chinese policies and oppose the Chinese government. 
Advocating independence was, he said, different from 
objectively reporting such views. Opinion is one thing. 
he added. “Putting it into action is another If reporters 
became advocates, that constituted action. 


This moved the limit of what would be permissible 
from its most restrictive line — as many had inferred 
would be the case immediately after Mr Lu's television 
interview — to the point at which opinion turns into 
action. 


Society 


Inevitably, there are questions of definition. When is 
an editorial an expression of opinion and when does it 
become a call to action? How far should a newspaper 
be held responsible for action which a reader may take 
after reading an opinion column? How will the law 
within which the media must operate after 1997 set 
parameters in areas often better painted in shades of 
grey than in stark black and white? While such questions 
are important in themselves, the debate set off by Mr 
Lu's remarks goes further since it invo ves a significant 
aspect of the whole relationship between China and 
Hong Kong, and their societies. 


The media should not be seen in isolation. Their 
situation is a function of the general state of society. 
Newspapers and broadcasting stations reflect the way 
in which their public lives and thinks. Ihe media have 
to operate within the law without asking for favours but 
also without suffering from special legal restrictions. So 
the way in which the law treats them is an element in 
how the legal system as a whole operates. 


These are some of the reasons why the debate on the 
media around Mr Lu's interview and his statements on 
Wednesday has a wider relevance for the way in which 
Hong Kong meets its future. 


Healthy 


As a pluralistic society under an imposed colonial 
authority, the territory built up a pluralistic media in 
a politically constricted system. In many ways, the 
freedom of the press counter-balanced the executive- 
led administration. It fostered a market-based media 
structure that is among the most healthy in the world, 
with high readership and publications which echo the 
territory's energetic, inquiring and open-minded nature. 
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Information is seen not as an abstract concept desirable 
for its own sake but a means of advancement and a 
useful commodity. Whatever old statutes may have been 
on the files, the press has been answerable only to the 
courts and has been free to develop both editorially 
and commercially within a stable and accountable legal 
framework. 


Newspapers have, by and large, lived or died according 
to commercial criteria that apply to the business world 
as a whole. At the same time, there has been a clear 
distinction between the territory's administration and 
its media: indeed, in the last year of colonial rule, it 
has become increasingly difficult to identify pro-British 
newspapers. 


How far can the present state of affairs survive after 
1997? Clearly, there will be specific changes. For 
instance, it may be the case that no Hong Kong 
newspaper advocates independence for the territory or 
for Taiwan; but if one wished to, it could do this 
without getting into trouble. After July 1, next year, 
that possibility will not be open to anyone who wants 
to stay within the law. 


Objective 


More generally, the success of Hong Kong's media 
system is based on a different tenet to the one which 
Chinese authorities are used to. Will that be recognised 
next year? 


Mr Lu speaks from the viewpoint of an administration 
which identifies the government with the nation, puts 
the highest premium on territorial integrity, and sees 
the media as one of its integral elements. Hence the 
belief expressed in his television interview that the US 
press would not be allowed to advocate independence 
for Hawaii or a change of government. 


Whatever their local characteristics, Hong Kong news- 
papers and commercial broadcasters have grown on a 
different model which regards the media, the nation and 
the government as separate entities. Under that model, 
a Honolulu newspaper is, indeed, perfectly free to call 
for independence and many Republican newspapers in 
the US are, at this very moment, banging the drum for 
a Change of administration in Washington. 


Then there is the question of coverage. If a newspaper 
in China fills its front page with a report of a speech, it 
can be assumed that the contents of the speech have the 
newspaper s support. In Hong Kong, this is not the case. 
The fact that Hong Kong newspapers have been leading 
their front pages with reports of Mr Lu's remarks does 
not mean they agree with him, any more than reporung 
from Taiwan signals support for independence. 
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The distincuon between news and opinion, between 
reporting and the political position of a newspaper, is 
one reason why readers are ready to use the media as a 
source of information on which to base their decisions. 
As a general rule, the more credible and objective the 
media are, the stronger they are — and the better they 
serve their society, including the business world. 


Character 


The strength of its press has served Hong Kong well. 
The volume, speed and quality of information from 
newspapers, electronic media and broadcasters has con- 
tributed significantly to the territory's character. Hong 
Kong's position as a media centre buttresses its role as 
an international financial hub. But next year the territory 
will be part of a country which has no experience of the 
system in which Hong Kong media have developed. 


Different governments define press freedom differently. 
In Hong Kong's case, there is no doubt that this freedom 
is among the strands which, woven together, have made 
this territory so successful over the years. There will be 
many elements making up the Hong Kong system after 
the change of sovereignty. The media are just one of 
these, but their nature and their role are clear — and 
the damage which would be caused by subsuming them 
into an administrative apparatus is plain.

[Report: Mang Junsheng Says That the Chinese Side 
Does Not Oppose Coverage of Handover Ceremony by 
Foreign Media 

(PTS Translated Text for FBIS} On 6 June, Zhang 
Junsheng, deputy director of the Hong Kong Branch of 
XINHUA News Agency, stressed: The Chinese side has 
never opposed coverage of the Hong Kong handover 
ceremony by foreign media. However, experts of the 
Chinese and British sides are still discussing how 
to carry out the ceremony, and have not reached a 
consensus. Therefore, specific details of the matter are 
still unknown. 


Yesterday, Zhang Junsheng attended a preview of 
Hong Kong noted painter Li Hsun-ping’s ‘96 Painting 
Exhibition in Canada, and a banquet marking the fifth 
anniversary of the founding of the Hong Kong Real 
Estate and Building Industry Association. He denied 
reports that the Chinese side would not allow foreign 
reporters to cover the Sino-British sovereignty handover 
ceremony. He said: At midnight on 30 June next year, 
the Chinese and British sides will hold a sovereignty 
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handover ceremony. After that, the Chinese Government 
will announce the establishment of the Hong Kong 
Special Administrative Region [SAR]. This will be 
followed by a series of jubilant cerebration activities, 
including those held by the SAR government, people 
from all walks of life, and various organizations. 


As far as the handover ceremony is concerned, the 
Chinese and British expert group is still discussing the 
relevant issues, and has not yet reached a consensus. 
The Chinese side has never opposed coverage of the 
Hong Kong handover ceremony or celebration activities 
by foreign media. However, since the two sides have 
not reached an agreement on the handover ceremony, it 
is sull not clear how the ceremony will be conducted. 
The venue for the ceremony, the number of attendees, 
the size of the ceremony, and so on are not clear. If 
the venue is big, more reporters can, of course, be 
accommodated for live coverage. If the venue is small. 
fewer reporters will, of course, be allowed to enter. 


When Zhang was asked about the principles for the 
coverage by foreign media, foreign guests invited to 
attend the ceremony, applications for coverage, and so 
on, he said: "In October last year, one of the agreements 
reached by the foreign ministers of the two countries in 
London was that they would establish an expert group 
to discuss the handover issue. The expert group has 
discussed this matter several times, but has not reached 
a consensus. Therefore, | have no comment to make 
on this issue. Once a decision is made, | will tell you 
all. Applications are needed for on-the-spot coverage. If 
everyone is allowed to enter the venue for the ceremony 
without application, there will be confusion.” 


With regard to candidates for the future chief executive, 
Zhang said: “I will not make any comment on the issue 
of the chief executive. The selection committee has not 
yet been formed, and no decision has yet been made 
by the Preparatory Committee on the specific method 
for electing the chief executive. How can we talk about 
the issue of the chief executive? It is at present still too 
early to talk about it.” 


With regard to a statement made by the chairman of the 
Law Society a few days ago that if Hong Kong people 
think that the establishment of the provisional legisla- 
ture is devoid of a legal basis, they can bring the case 
to court for trial, and let a judge decide its lawfulness, 
Zhang said: “Establishing the Hong Kong SAR and 
SAR Government is a matter for the Chinese Govern- 
ment. This is a decision made by the National People’s 
Congress [NPC]. The NPC is the highest legislative or- 
gan in China.

Market

market to sharpen its edge as a regional financial hub 
well into the next century. 


Ad ‘essing an annual dinner of Financial Executives 
Institute (HK) Lid. today, Financial Secretary Donald 
Tsang said that despite a short history of seven years. 
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Hong Kong's debt market is a rising star of the Asia- 
Pacific capital markets. 


The present size of the debt market is still small 
compared with other financial sectors — equity market 
and bank loans, which have been the main sources of 
business funding in Hong Kong, said the official. 


But the debt market has seen rapid growth from a 
very low base of 27 billion HK dollars (3.5 billion US 
dollars) in 1989 to 214 billion HK dollars (27.4 billion 
US dollars) at the end of the first quarter of 1996. Debt 
issued by private sectors accounted for 70 percent of 
the total by the end of March. 


"The expansion has been phenomenal,” said the finan- 
cial secretary, who stressed that the market has thrived 
largely on private sector initiatives, though the govern- 
ment did take an active role in facilitating the develop- 
ment. 


Two government initiatives — the Mandatory Provident 
Fund (MPF) and the proposed Mortgage Corporation 
— would gear up Hong Kong's debt market to further 
expansion in the coming years, according to Tsang. 


The MPF system would cover more than two million 
people in the work force, and the large pool of retire- 
ment reserves would fuel the demand for debt and other 
financial instruments. Tsang estimated that the annual 
contributions under the system would amount to 30 to 
40 billion HK douwars (3.8 to 5.1 billion US dollars). 


The Mortgage Corporation, when established, would 
provide high quality debt paper such as morigage - 
backed securities for investors, so as to widen the 
range of financial products being offered and boost 


the development of Hong Kong's secondary mortgage 
market. 


Tsang said that Hong Kong is also the center providing 
debi financing services for the huge infrastructure work 
programs in the Asia Pacific region. 


The region's infrastructure investment is estimated to 
be around 1.5 to 2.5 trillion US dollars in the years up 
to 2000, according to the Asian Development Bank and 
the World Bank. China alone will account for one third 
of the total amount. 


Hong Kong will play an important role in arranging such 
huge det issues, especially for China said the official.

Macao: Three International Conventions To 
Remain in Force After 1999

A Chinese official of the Sino-Portuguese Joint Liaison 
Group (JLG) said here today that three international 
conventions will remain applicable in Macao after 1999. 


Wang Xian, representative of the Chinese team of 
the Sino-Portuguese JLG, told reporters after a close- 
door meeting with the representative of the Portuguese 
team that certain progress has been made in Macao's 
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entry into world bodies and the extension of some 
international conventions in Macao. 


The three conventions to be extended after 1999 include 
the Basel Convention on the Control of Transboundary 
Movements of Hazardous Wastes and Their Disposal, a 
convention on environmental protection and a conven- 
tion on the protection of natural species. 


"We have exchanged views on a wide-range of issues 
including the application of international conventions 
in Macao,” Wang said. “That will help quicken the 
working pace in solving transitional affairs in Macao.“ 


Wang said that the Chinese side hopes the Portuguese 
side would offer a detailed list explaining the inter- 
national conventions the Portuguese side wants to ex- 
tend to Macao before 1999 and the international bodies 
Macao intends to join in before 1999. 


"The list will help us to make an overall plan to solve 
different problems. Wang said. I believe that making 
such a list will not cause much trouble to the Portuguese 
side.” 


Jorge Mendes, representative of the Portuguese team, 
told reporters that the two sides have discussed at least 
27 international conventions, and the current meeting is 
a preparatory one for the coming session of the JLG at 
the end of this month. 


During a meeting on Wednesday, the two sides dis- 
cussed the three leading issues of the transitional period 
in Macao — the localization of civil servants and law, 
and the use of Chinese as an official language. 


Wang said after the meeting that the localization of civil 
servants should be quickened as three-fourths of the 
transitional period has past and the remaining time is 
very limited. 


He said that both sides agree that the quickening of the 
localization process is in the interests of both sides, and 
the localization of middle and senior rank civil servants 
should be put on top agenda now. 
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
